When 
Paul Bostrom blew his engine coming 
onto the straight to finish lap two, John 
Hateley took over and seemed on his 
way. 

Then, quite suddenly, Ron Moore 
(Tri), who wa: dily pulling up in the 
pack, lost it off and went 
down hard injuring his shoulder. While 
the track was being cleared, the riders 

and waited. When 
it came time to restart in staggered 
form, Hateley got his troubles. The bike 
wouldn’t fire and he busily worked on 
the machine under the two-minute 
clock. Time ran out, the flag went up 
and Hateley missed the restart. 

Haney, who ate up all that lost 
ground by virtue of the restart, came off 
the line hard and charged into third 
behind Don Dudek and Tom 
Rockwood. Hately got running, joined 
the race a quarter of a lap down, but got 

gged so he retired for th 
al problem? “‘I ran out of 
he smiled after the race. 

Here came Hane 
through the restart 


and, midway 
ce, took over the 


lead and began stretching it to the wire, 
Rockwood stuck himself in second and 
held it after Dudek began to drop off 


the pace. Eddie Mulder was closing in 
the late stages of the all-Triumph Main 
but could only garner fourth. 

After Gary Caldwell’s “clutch went 
out while leading the Junior Main 
event,” hot Tom White took over and 
did it. Central Californian Rick Newby 
held off Larry Gino to take second. The 
all-Triumph Junior Main had Alex 
Armstrong in fourth and Tom Horton, 
fifth. 


Good riding and luck gave Mike Haney a second chance. 


He didn't need three. 


The Novice Main had Danny Hockie 
(Oss) all the way. But the race for 
second place was really exciting. Rick 
Hocking (Yam) got a terrible start and 
was last going into turn two of lap one. 
Methodically working through the pack 
he came, passing Mike Myers (Yam) to 
take second with John Gennai (Bul) 
fourth. Gennai kept hassling Myers for 
third but couldn’t. get under the 
Southern Californian.

GARDENA, CAL., Aug. 5, 1972 — 
Rookie Ron Moore had his first Expert 
Main event win in sight for the second 
time this season only to lose on the final 
lap. A few weeks ago it happened on the 
final turn of the last lap. Friday night it 
happened again, with less than a half a 
lap to go. 

Moore jumped in front at the start 
and left the field to fight it out for 
second. John Hateley finally got into 
position but errors kept him nearly a 
straightaway behind Moore the first half 
of the race. Then John started to put it 
all together and close a few feet at a 
time on every round. By the start of the 
last lap he was right on Moore’s rear 
wheel but Moore was still in command. 

Then Moore made the big 
went into the first turn too s 
to keep Hate from sliding under. 
Hateley gunne Triumph to the 
outside and pulled going down the 
backstretch. the far turn, Hateley 
had the lead and enough throttle to pull 
it off. For the second time this year, 
Ron Moore had to settle for second. 

For Hate it was his second 
straight Main event win since dropping 
off the national circuit. He also won the

SOUTH BAY SPEEDWAY, CAL., Aug 
6, 1972 — Mike Haney captured his 
second straight victory in two nights as 
he rode his Triumph to the checkered in 
South Bay Speedway’s first AMA Class 
C program of the season on the very fast 
steeplechase course. 

Haney grabbed the lead at the start 
and ran away from the rest of the field 
to take the top prize. Placing second in 
the 15-lap feature was 
Triumph-mounted Tom White, who 
gave Haney a run for the money at the 
end of the race. 

White, who is only a Junior, was 
forced to ride against the Experts in a 
combined Junior-Expert Final. 

Third place finisher Eddie Mulder 
challenged Haney early in the race, but 
faltered . slightly later in the feature. 
White took over second from Mulder in 
the first turn of lap six with a 
slide-for-life, flying by Eddie out of the 
turn. 

Alex Armstrong took his Triumph to 
a fourth position finish with Eddie 
Wirth, Ward Ring, Bob Bailey, and Tom 
Rockwood following in that order. 

Wirth, riding a Yamaha, took the top 
spot in the Junior-Expert Semi with 
John Hateley taking second place and 


Pat Henry led the Novice Main for several laps until John Gennai (90y) got past him for the win. 


Ward Ring, third. 

Hateley was running sixth in- the 
feature, but on the eighth lap his 
Triumph broke and he was through for 
the night. 

John Gennai rode his Bultaco to an 
easy win in the eight-lap Novice Main as 
he took over the number one position 
on the third lap and never looked back. 
Bultaco-mounted Dave Lewis held on to 
capture the second spot as Pat Hennen 
(Oss) took third, Dennis Briggs and Bob 
Sanders. rounded out the top five, 
followed by Dan White, Tom Heard, 
and Bob Anson. 

Danny Hockie, the Novice winner at 
Ascot Saturday night, took a very hard 
spill on the second lap of the Semi, and 


was out for the rest of the program. 
Danny was uninjured. Brad Tibitts was 
not as lucky as he suffered a broken 
wrist in the Semi. 

Heard, Ossa-mounted, grabbed the 
victory in the four-lap Semi, as Dan 
White llected the second spot with 
Nick Voge taking third place. Jack 
Vaughn rode his Ossa to a fourth place 
finish with Jim Lynch placing fifth. 

Gennai made a sweep of the evening 
as he won the two-lap Trophy Dash over 
Sanders and Briggs.

Trophy Dash over Moore and posted 
fast time, just missing the one lap track 
record held by Mert Lawwill. 

The Junior Final was the best of the 
year with longtime Junior Denny 
Kanegae holding off Larry Gino and 
Tom Horton in a ten-lap thriller that 
was up for grabs from start to finish. 

Kanegae nearly crashed four times 


trying for the lead, or trying to hold the 
lead, over the top two Juniors in the 
west. The three riders were inches apart 
from the start and Kanegae was more 
off the bike than on on two occasions. 

The Japanese rider smoothed out the 
final two laps and won for the second 
time this year. Steve Nichols came up 
late in the race to finish a closing fourth 
but found no room in the traffic jam for 
the win, 

Novice John Gennai put together the 
biggest Novice night at Ascot since 
1967. The Yamaha rider was pushed to 
a new track record in the"heat race by 
Walt Foster, the most improved Novice 
in the-west this year. Foster was also 
under the old mark, set in 1967 by Rick 
Durkee on a Suzuki. 

In the final, it was Gennai up front 
with Rick Hocking returning to 
challenge. Hocking was knocked from a 
close second to a distant fourth early in 
the race but came back to just miss a 
win at the finish line. Mike Renslow and 
Foster both crashed trying to keep pace 
with Gennai and Hocking, but neither 
rider was injured. 

At the finish it was another new 
record for Gennai. The record books 
appear to again be ready to take a 
beating.

What Can You Say About the 350 Kaw That "asn’t Been Said? A Lot

The problem that we faced in 
evaluating the Kawasaki F-9 Bighom 
was deciding what it was to be used for. 
The 350cc single is called an “enduro”, 
and while it is usable for this purpose, it 
is also too as street oriented to be a 
purist’s enduro bike and has its limits in 
the dirt. 

What the F-9 is, then, is a dual 
purpose machine. The problem arises in 
deciding what those two purposes are. 

The- rotary valve engine is both a 
complement and a detraction to an 
“enduro” machine. It is often easier to 
get a good power spread with the disc 
valve, because the designers aren’t stuck 
with symmetrical intake timing. The F-9 
does have a good low end, although it 


isn’t as strong as a trials bike. You. 


couldn’t idle along on our machine with 
the supplied gearing. On the other hand 
you could whiz along the freeway at a 
road racer-like 80 mph and there was 
more available if you requested it. The 
33 claimed horsepower seems to be at 
least as accurate as anyone else’s claims. 
The trail or enduro rider would come 
out ahead if they dropped a tooth or 
two on the rear sprocket or added a 
passle on the rear one. 

The big disadvantage to a rotary valve 
dirty-type machine is that the 
carburetor sticks out on the side 
increasing engine width and the chance 
of some portion of it getting bopped by 
an antagonistic rock or stump, It also 
has the effect of decreasing the ground 
clearance leaned over and lessening the 
number of narrow spots that it can fit 
through. 

In addition to the broad power band, 
the 346cc single had a lot of other nice 
aspects. It responded to throttle quite 
well and had no moments of sudden 
upheaval in the power band. In low 
gears, the good throttle response 
prompted lots of wheelies when desired 
— just snap it open. The lack of 
peakiness will be appreciated by most 
everyone. It never once nastied a spark 
plug in the 800 miles that it traveled in 
our possession. The Bighorn is a very 
clean, trouble free bike. 

Starting was usually prompt if you 
used the little thumb lever on the 
throttle drum, but occasionally it took 
several stabs before it would decide to 
keep turning by itself. The thumb lever 
is awkward if you have smallish hands. 

The engine is very similar to the 250 
F-8 rotary valve unit. They feature the 
same stoke. The weird thing is that the 
claimed weight for the F-8 is five 
pounds heavier. 

The carb is, of course, a Mikuni 
32mm across. It uses the usual plungers 
for enrichening the starting mixture. 
The neat thing is that you can change 
jetting without pulling off the cover. A 
hole in the case allows access. 

The petrol comes down the pipe from 
one of those trick petcocks. The only 
time that you have to touch it is when 
you put it on reserve or if it has been 
sitting for a long time. In the latter case, 
there is a “prime” position which is the 
same as “on” in. the normal type of 
petcock — fuel just responds to the call 
of gravity. 

With this petcock, the “on” position 
causes gas to be pumped by a diaphragm 
that responds to manifold vacuum. 
When the engine is off no fuel can flow 
and your crankcases are safe from 
flooding. One word of warning: don’t 
cross the lines. If you should hook up 
the vacuum line to the fuel tap and 
visa-versa, it will run about a block 
before the float bowl is empty. When 
you put it on “prime” you will flood 
your crankcases so fast that it will make 
your mind seize — instant hydraulic 
lock. 

The spark comes from a magneto CDI 
system. This will do good things to keep 
your spark plug alive and aid starting. It 
uses a normal type spark plug. The 
surface gap plugs are not usable. (See 
“The Home Workshop” in the last 
issue.) The engine will run without the 
six volt battery as will the lights. It also 
doesn’t require any timing, ever. 
Interestingly, the headlight would come 
on only when the engine was running. 
The taillight, however, worked at any 
time. The headlight set-up, as: we 
understand it, is contrary to the vehicle 
codes of certain states, although it will 
present no problem to the owner. 

The lights are turned on by the key. 


There is no kill button, but the ignition

The big Kaw was comfortable at moderate spee: 


switch is mounted between the speedo 
and tach making quick-kill possible. 
The dimmer switch and horn button are 
on the left handlebar switch. There are 
no turn signals which is just as well. 
Turn signals break when you fall down, 
and if you can’t fall down reasonably, a 
bike is no fun in the dirt. 

The five speed ‘transmission has 
neutral between first and second and an 
up-for-up shift pattern. Ratios are well 
spaced. 

Scattered about the bike is abundant 
testimony to Kawasaki’s attention to 
detail. The air cleaner can be removed 
without tools. It is a foam type. Clean it 
in solvent, and soak it with oil. The 
footpeg rubbers are held on with screws. 
The hinged portion of the levers have 
rubber boots to keep the crud out. The 
pipe is spring mounted to prolong its 
life under vibration. 

The pipe stays out of the way. It is 
quieter this year making it at least as 
quiet as anyone else’s and quieter than 
many street-dirt machines. 
Commendable. However, everybody 
needs to get quieter still. When you can 
hear the tires on the pavement it will be 
quiet enough. Strangely, for a machine 
that will see a lot of street use, there is 
no anti-theft fork lock. The chains on 
the brake pedal and shifter are there to 
keep brush out — not to save them if 
they fall off. 

The tires are Trials Universals. They 
will handle both the dirt and pavement 
adequately. Our staff road racer was 
able to ground a foot peg on the 
machine so they will work on pavement. 
Those who see a lot of sand washes in 
their future will want big fer-real knobs, 
and those who are going to live on the 
pavement by and large will want K-70’s, 
which will cause less tire-originated 
vibration. The trials tires make as good a 
compromise as there is, though. The 
brakes are really not adequate for street 
riding in the 55-70 mph range. They are 
clearly dirt-oriented. 

The most interesting feature of the 
F-9 is the Hatta front forks. These were 
introduced originally on the original 
350 Kawasaki single, the F-5 Bighorn. 
They can be adjusted four ways. The 
spring tension can be changed, the 
dampening can be changed with various 
weight oils in the forks, fork length can 
be changed by sliding the forks up and 
down in the triple clamps, and axle 
position can be moved forward or back. 

Unfortunately, most F-9 owners just

ds on pavement. 


seem to leave the forks at a medium 
setting and not adjust them to what 
they are doing. This is unfortunate, 
since this is one of the most usable 
features of the machine. The trail rider 
who isn’t rushing along and may want 
to do some quick maneuvering wants 
quick, more responsive steering. He sets 
the axle in the forward position and 
shortens the forks. The faster trail rider 
will lengthen the forks and maybe move 
the axle back. For motocross type 
riding a medium adjustment works 
fairly well. Higher speeds, that is road 
riding or high speed dirt work like 
desert racing, calls for the axle to be 
moved back and the forks lengthened. 
The rear shocks have five spring settings. 

Of course, none of this assures that 
the machine will handle well under 
every sort of condition. There are other 
factors to be considered including 
wheelbase, rear suspension, frame 
strength, weight distribution, control 
positioning, and overall machine weight. 
280 pounds isn’t that considerable, but 
it does lower the machine’s limits in the 
dirt. The frame is strong, and the

suspension held up off jumps. Over a 
tight series of whoops the rear end 
would bounce around somewhat. 
Sliding on a smooth surface (including 
asphalt) was easy and controllable. The 
seat tended to make your knees stick 
out a little more than was comfortable. 
You can get them in if you think about 
it, but you kind of naturally stick them 
out. Standing up solves the whole 
problem, of course. 

The 350 single is full of torque and 
puts out adequate power throughout 
the rev range. But it also vibrates a lot 
and makes longer rides less than 
pleasant. The tingling treatment varied 
among test riders. Vibration is increased 
by the pitter-patter of little knobs, 
when on the asphalt. The hands receive 
a goodly buzz, the feet get massaged 
and at some rpm settings, the seat seems 
to hum. In the dirt, you get bounced 
enough that the vibes aren’t that 
noticeable. 

All which brings us back to the 
question of what the machine is for. It 
will do a little bit of everything and 
that, basically, is its purpose. The bike 
will appeal to the buyer who wants a 
machine to ride in the dirt but who has 
no other source of transport and will 
use it to get to work and to go touring 
during his summer vacation. The other 
sort of person that it will appeal to is 
the kind of rider who needs something 
for both pavement and dirt travel. 
Someone touring in Baja will like it, for 
example. Someone who wants to ride to 
where the trail starts will find a mount 
here.

After a lengthy absence of fourteen 
years, “The Mile” returned to San Jose 
last May 21, and it came back big. An 
overflow crowd of enthusiastic fans 
jammed the historic fairground 
structure and the ensuing clamor must 
have registered high on the Richter 
Scale in Berkeley. It’s all history, now, 
and everyone has probably either heard 
or read of the fantastic display of 
mile-track racing that went on that day. 

For promoters Barkhimer and Soares, 
it was a dream come true, with all box 
and reserved seats selling out weeks in 
advance, and an almost immediate 
sellout of general admission tickets 
shortly after the box offices opened 
that morning. Faced with the envious 
dilemma of what to do with the hordes 
of people still converging on the gates, 
the promoters opened the gates to the 
infield area and standing room only 
tickets went on sale. 

Such is the drawing power of a mile. 
Attracting capacity crowds wherever 
they are run, “The Mile” must go down 
in the AMA record books as being the 
greatest single attraction for a one-day 
event. Back when the Sacramento mile 
was running, promoter J.C. Agajanian 
pulled in a packed house every year and 
out drew the USAC Championship cars 
with their star studded field of Indy 
drivers. 

While the mile track spells success for 
the promoters, to the fan it is more. To 
every bike rider who has ever touched a 
wheel to the dirt, “The Mile” is the 
mecca of motorcycling. The tush of 
magical excitement conjured up by the 
mere mentioning of a miler casts a 
childhood gleam in the mind’s eye of 
every man, young or old, who has 
fostered visions of great expectations 
from poster size heroes at home in the 
garage. The “magic mile’, a tapestry of 
speed, thrills and excitment, combining 
the artistry of dirt-tracking with the 
hypnotic fascination of speed. -Its 
charismatic power supersedes all we 
have come to suspect of tribal behavior 
in this modern-day age of moon 
exploration and computerized thinking. 

And they return again and again. 
They return because the mile is where it 
all comes together, the speed, the action 
the drama. They don’t spend their hard

with the best, must follow the leader as choice of lines 





earned working dollars to hear of wind 
tunnel testing, G-loads and factory 
strategy, or tire wear, or fuel loads. 
They come to see the down-home, 
violent, knuckle bustin’ action that was 
born and bred on the dirt-tracks all 
across the nation, from Ascot Park, 
California to Sturgess, Kansas, and 
Santa Fe, Illinois. The fans expect a 
battle and they get it in the best 
tradition of the sport. 

“The Mile”, then, is success to the 
promoters and a mecca for the fan, but 
what is it to the riders; to the men who 
put their ambitions and dreams up for 
grabs just for the thrill of pulling it all 
together and tucking-in behind the bars, 
chin pressed to the tank, at 120 mph 
down the long back chute, or powering 
on-the-lock through a 90 mph turn? To 
the men who must chase their elusive 
goals within the shadows of the wind, 
the mile is where you can make it or 
break. It is on the mile track where 
fame can be won and reputations 
earned, the kind of reputations from 
which legends are formed. 

In 1968, the great Fred Nix pulled 
off what would have to be termed the 
**Grand Slam” of motorcycle 
competition by winning all four 
mile-track Nationals held that year — 
Portland, Santa Rosa, Sedalia and 
Sacramento. In doing so, Nix earned 
himself the title “Mr. Mile”, king of the 
milers, and established a reputation as 
prestigious, if not more so, among the 
racing fraternity as that of Grand 
National Champion. Today, the “Grand 
Slam” has become legend, and none 
have been able to equal the late “Mr. 
Mile”. 

So it is, that “The Mile” captures the 
interest and fascination of people from 
all corners of the motorcycling world. 
Money, fortune, fame and thrills are 
certainly powerful forces on their own, 
but “The Mile” goes beyond these 
individual pursuits, molding them 
together into something far exceeding 
the definitive bounds of a sporting 
event. That something is the last 
remaining vestige of this sport as 
Americans have come to know and love, 
the last fading link with-the past and 
rugged traditions of dirt-tracking 
American style — big, rough, exciting

and nostalgic as hell! 

Who can forget such epic battles as 
Springfield ’66, with Ralph White 
edging out Bart Markel for the win by 
only half a wheel and Gary Nixon a 
mere bike length back in third after 
fifty miles of racing. Then there was 
Sacramento ’68, when Fred Nix caught 
Sammy Tanner right at the line to 
complete his grand slam and end 
Tanner’s hope of becoming the first 
man to win the Sacramento mile two 
years in a row; and again Sacramento 
69, when Mann, Romero, Rice and 
Palmgren went the entire distance 
tucked beneath the proverbial blanket. 

Few can. top the dramatics of the 
following year, Sacramento ’70, as the 
point race came down to a battle 
between Rice and Romero, only to have 
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Rice crash spectacularly at the end of 
his heat race. He came back to ride the 
main with a badly broken nose, and 
who will ever forget that dramatic 
moment as Rice, being lapped by 
Romero, waved his fellow competitor 
on and watched his chances for the 
number one plate vanish. 

Now the San Jose race will go down 
in history books as continuing in the 
same tradition with a last turn victory 
by Rice over Roberts after four 
different riders had a solid go at the 
lead. Adding to the incredible list of 
individual performances turned in on 
the mile was the fact that Rice rode 
over half the race with a shoulder 
separation, an injury incurred when he 
clipped a guard rail post! 

Dirt tracking, as we have come to 
know it, has its roots firmly fixed in the 
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history and tradition of the sport as it 
blossomed with a growing nation, a 
nation enthusiastic with life and hungry 
for challenge. But it didn’t come easy 
for those early pioneers of 
motorcycling. While across the wide 
pond the governing authorities allowed 
the city streets to be blocked off for the 
staging of races, the town councils 
stateside were being swamped under a 
deluge of protesting citizens who feared 
for their daughter’s virtue. 

The bastions of civic pride reacted by 
formulating the first anti-motorcycle 
legislation and banished the first 
prospective two-wheeled champions 
from the streets and onto the dirt tracks 
of the county fairgrounds. Thus, the 
mold was set early for a diverging path 
of development, away from the 
dominating influences of European 
traditions, for a sport as unique and 
distinctly American as baseball, free 
enterprise and mom’s apple pie. 

Today, partly as a result of that early 
split, we have two major contrasting 
theaters of racing. The Europeans have 
remained on the pavement and the 
Continental Circus flourishes with its 
delicate, exotic machinery, international 
flavor and social accent. In our own 
backyard, we have the AMA’s Grand 
National Championship circuit with its 
own particular brand of racing, a 
demanding, rough and tumble business, 
bared to the essence, and no frills added 
— or so it has been until recent. 

Over the years, Americans have 
received considerable poking and 
jabbing from our more “sophisticated” 
brethern about our “lack of said 
sophistication” and our preoccupation 
with the crude fundamentals of dirt 
track racing. But then they never could 
get use to the idea of shooting from 
behind trees either. The AMA, now 
beginning to falter under the pressure of 
maintaining its image, has decided there 
just might be more to all this than a 
severe case of pavement rash and is 
currently instituting a steadily 
expanding program to introduce the 
American race goer to the streamlined 
world of road racing. 

Not being satisfied with a gradual 
face lifting, the AMA has countered the 
bantering with an all-out program 
worthy of the best corporate advances, 
an “anything you can do, I can do 
better” effort which has jetted us into 
the surrealistic age of the SUPER 
SPEEDWAY — immense, steeply 
banked racing plants which humble men 
and machines streaking around these 
paragons of speed at an incredible rate, 
hitting straightaway speeds of 170 mph! 
and sticking to the banked turns like 
flies in a salad bowl as suspensions 
bottom under the crushing G-load. 
Everything is there, the money, the 
famous names = and ~the carnival 
atmosphere, all done up in a manner of 
spectucular pagentry, and the fans 
come. They come by the thousands to 
see the sideshows, the dealer displays 
and “The Big Race”, drawn like moths 
to the candle’s flame. 

Come race day, the fan joins the 
streams of humanity as it is sucked into 
the cavernous bowls of speedway and he 
immediately gets caught up in the 
enthusiasm generated by the masses

gathering. The tension begins to build as 
the countdown approaches. The man on 
the PA system begins the rundown on a 
list of names which reads like the Who’s 
Who of contemporary racing and the 
fan strives for a glimpse of his favorite 
hero but finds a facade of concrete 
walls, cyclone fences and an army of 
security police. A sharp pain in his side 
tells him something is wrong, that 
somewhere along the way the colors 
were changed and this somehow isn’t 
what he expected. The sights, sounds, 
and smells become strange and distorted 
as faces and names are ‘blurred by the 
whirling kaleidoscope of activity. 

The count down starts and his senses 
are crushed beneath the intensity of the 
moment. The crescendo of racing 
machines reaches for a climax as the 
clock ticks away, then suddenly the race 
is on; all that we have waited for erupts 
in a cloud of smoke and rubber, But 
just as quickly, silence descends upon a 
barren scene; the fan stands alone in the 
empty stands. A folded program and 
mutilated ticket stub tell him he was 
there, but why? The man on the PA 
told of 170 plus speeds and a_ tall 
monolithic infield structure . with 
glowing lights indicated which number 
was leading, and somewhere along the 
way he heard that so and so pulled off 
in tur eight or nine, trouble 
undisclosed. 

He was there, alright, or why would 
he remember. But, then, what does he 
remember? Where were the men, the 
familiar faces and identities with whom 
he had come to associate? Who were 
these strangers hidden beneath the cloak 
of factory teams and product 
endorsements? What happened to the 
kind of racing the fan had come to 
understand, the kind of racing that 
allows the fan to reach out and touch 
his hero or catch an acknowledging 
smile? 

Unfortunately this story is true. 
Unfortunate, not because of the 
appearance of big time road racing, but 
because of what what it is costing us. 
The transition to pavement as the major 
form racing in the country seems 
inevitable if the AMA continues its 
current program. Road racing spells big 
money no matter how you look at it, 
and the purse strings control the show. 

Time generates change. So, too, does 
it allow us to pause and enjoy a 
moments passing. We can reflect for 
that moment upon the past, and with a 
little effort try to hold onto what we 
have until the very end. The Mile must 
inevitably fade from the scene as even 
the strongest traditions weaken under 
the accelerated pace of a modern 
society motivated by change. 

But until it does, “The Mile” will 
continue to provide the ultimate test of 
a man and his machine in the best 
tradition of American dirt-track racing, 
continuing to secure the bond between 
the racers and their following. “The 
Magic Mile”, dirt-tracking at its finest — 
drama, excitment and thrills, molded 
together by time, sprinkled with such 
greats as Bart Markel, Joe Leonard, 
Carrol Resweber and Fred Nix, stirred 
by the young lions of today to produce 
the greatest racing in the sport. And 
now, the Homewood Mile. 











YA WANNA SEE A MEMBER OF

LOS ANGELES, CAL. — The speed, 
range and noise of off-road vehicles — 
trail bikes, dune buggies and 
snowmobiles — should be reduced if the 
character of our national forests is to be 
preserved, a University of Southern 
California research study shows. 

Contemporary off-road vehicles 
operating in the national forests use an 
overwhelmingly disporportionate share 
of this limited public resource,” says Dr. 
E. Phillip Muntz of Pasadena, associate 
director of USC’s Environmental 
Engineering Program. 

Muntz conducted the study recently 
with the help of two USC School of 
Engineering graduate students, T.L. 
Deglow of Santa Monica and D.H. 
Campbell of Glendale. He described the 
research as a preliminary effort designed 
to furnish a point of view on the 
complex and controversial question of 
off-road vehicle usage on public lands. 

“Our study suggests that the national 
forests are a limited recreational 
resource that is unique only if the 
forests are maintained for public 
enjoyment in a condition approaching a 
natural state. 

“Our point is that because the forests 
are limited, they must be used with the 
minimum disturbance that is consistent 
with a satisfying forest experience,” 
Muntz said in an interview. 

Muntz explained that there is a 
delicate balance between close 
accessible areas and the “back country.” 
Given the present character of national 
forests, hikers walk a certain distance to 
attain the relative isolation and quiet of 
land close to the natural state. 

However, with the proliferation of 
long-range off-road vehicles, the hiker 
might walk for days and still be in the 
midst of crowds of motorcyclists. If we 
are to avoid this, thus maintaining the 
character of our national forests, either 
the impact of the vehicles must be 
reduced, or the forests would have to be 
expanded. 

“If we opt for the latter, the trails 
would have to be lengthened by about a 
factor of five. Such a lengthening 
suggests a required national forest area 
increase by a factor of 25. Such an 
expansion is highly unlikely,” Muntz 
said. 

The USC researcher says also that 
more research is needed, particularly 
into the best ways of providing trails for 


vehicles consistent with safety and 
ecological considerations, such as 
erosion and exhaust damage of 


vegetation. Effects of vehicle noise on 
other recreationists, and the concepts of 
an individual’s “personal space” in the 
forest also should be investigated, he 
urged. 

“We know at present, however, that 
the impact of an off-road vehicle is 
enormous compared to that of a hiker, 
primarily because of the vehicles’ noise, 
range and speed,” Muntz said in an 
interview. 

While it appears unacceptable to use 
off-road vehicles in their present 
configurations, Muntz noted that the 
vehicles do permit or induce many 
people to enjoy forest experiences. 

“One obvious approach, then, is to 
reduce the machines’ forest impact to 
be equivalent to that of a hiker so the 
vehicles can be used without an 
excessive disturbance of the forest. 

“For those who primarily enjoy the 
speed and noise of off-road vehicles, 
limited areas could be set aside for this 
essentially gymmastic aspect of their 
use.” 


AMA RESPONSE 
Dear Mr. Briley: 

I was very disappointed in the News 
Release quoting Dr. E. Phillip Muntz on 
the ` subject of off-road recreational 
vehicles and our ecology. It is 
unfortunate that Dr. Muntz allowed his 


_ dislike for off-road recreational vehicles 
to be reflected in his reports, as it puts 
limitations on the credibility of his 


* statements. 


California state legislators recently 
asked the Department of Conservation 
and State Lands Commission to 
complete a study of the damage done 
by off-road recreational vehicles in that 
state. The results showed that lands 
used by recreational vehicles had 
suffered negligible damage, even though 
the lands were being used by 
motorcycles, four-wheeled recreation 
vehicles and snowmobiles. Further, they 
have found that present regulations, 
adopted in 1966, are adequate to deal 
with any problems resulting from the 
use of nearly 89,000 acres of State 
Forest land by these off-road vehicles. 

I am not trying to say that ORRV’s 
cannot do damage to any type of soil or 
terrain. We all know that they can. 
However, | feel that it is a problem we 
must face honestly. The only way to 
find solutions is to learn what harm is 
really caused by these vehicles. We have 
got to learn the types of soils and 
conditions that cannot support this type 
of use. A clear and open mind must be 
maintained if such a study is to be 
conducted and reasonable results are to 
be expected. 

Proper administration should enable 
public lands to accommodate all users 
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of the land without conflict. Based on 
numbers of active enthusiasts alone, 
off-road recreational vehicles would 
probably be ranked first. The numbers 
game should only be a consideration, 
however, not an inflexible yardstick. 

President Nixon issued an Executive 
Order calling for a federal policy to 
govern the use of such vehicles on 
public lands. He stated that an 
“estimated five million recreation 
vehicles are in use in the United States 
today and their popularity continues to 
increase rapidly. The widespread use of 
such vehicles on public lands, often for 
legitimate purposes, but also in frequent 
conflict with wise land and resource 
management practices, environmental 
values and other types of recreational 
activity, had demonstrated need for a 
unified federal policy.” The AMA and 
the Motorcycle Industry Council have 
assumed a responsible position and are 
doing all that we can to assist in the 
implementation of the Executive Order. 
We are funding a study to be done this 
summer at the Land Between the Lakes 
area of the Tennessee Valley Authority, 
which should reveal significant evidence 
of a socio-economic nature about the 
two-wheeled vehicle enthusiast. Further 
studies are being planned that will 
include the impact of ORRV use on 
plants and animals.

unbreakable nickel plated polyzoid. 

Front end can be lofted at will: 

You swear the front wheel is connected to the throttle. 

Azunga! Those dumkopfs connected the front wheel to the throttle! 

Ceriani type front forks. 

We advise changing the air cleancr immediately. 

Clutchless shifts all day. 

Shifts effortlessly like knife through butter. 

Weak gearboxes: better use clutch. 

Through ‘the cylinder is similar to the DT2, it is more like a CL77 and not 
interchangeable with a ULH.

At 102mm X 40mm, the engine is definitely oversquare. 

The port area is massive. Five huge transfer ports tunnel behind the fins, and 
work in conjunction with 7 finger ports which intervent through eleven holes in 
the piston, Additional boost ports supplement the cylinder filling. The exhaust 
port has 6 bridges and is an honest 7 inches wide: count ‘em. 31 ports all told. 
More of a street bike than a desert rig. 

The bike is definitely more at home in the desert. 

The rear chain is made up of massive forged sidelinks. There are two preloaded 
taper bearings for every roller, each with its own little variable speed oil pump 
and supply tank. 

Each machine is individually hand assembled and road tested, a tribute to the 
high quality control standards and pride of workmanship which has made this 
marque world famous. 

Stump pulling torque. (See Item No. 1.) 

Test rider was observed doing 70 mph across the desert, lofting the front wheel 
with case. 

We couldn’t believe this bike was only a 50cc. 

Although the machine is strect oriented, we feel it would be up there with the 
biggies with modifications like long travel forks, softer shocks, pumper carb, wide 
ratio gear set, padded seat, fork brace, desert air cleaner, racing magneto, wider 
bars, lowered frame, rake plate, bigger gas tank, 21” whcel, smaller front brake, 
alloy rims, plastic fenders, quicker throttle, seven porting, knobbies, expansion 
chamber, folding pegs, unbreakable levers, water proofing, and a 100 lbs. 
reduction in weight. A bike with these mods recently won a non-AMA motocross 
event in Bagdad, Arizona. 

For serious off the road riding, we recommend removal of street paraphenalia 
such as signal lights, both mirrors and saddlebags, windshield, crash bars, battery, 
buddy pegs, seat hand rail, headlight, taillight, radio, starter, reflectors, cigarette 
lighter(s), speedo, tach, luggage rack, horn, floor boards, and both the chrome 
bulldog and the flying swan on the radiator. 

The most forgiving handling machine we have ever... 


On the first day, onc of the shocks fell off. On the second day, we lost a foot peg 
and the expansion chamber. On the third day, the forks sprung a leak, the clutch 
burnt out, and the engine cases broke from vibration. We took the bike back to 
the dealer and told him to take it and... 

Though the machine will casily break loose the back wheel in fifth gear, it is 
surprisingly docile and may be used as a trail bike by the wife. 

The shifter drum is hewed out of a solid one piece billet of 4130 super bo-diddly 
steel. 

Countless one quarter mile runs were made on this box stock machine, in the low 
11's, without any clutch slippage whatsoever. 

Though previous models were plagued with short crankshaft life, the distributor 
assured us that this was all ancient history and that present models... 

The machine is as great as it is largely through the dedicated efforts of the 
distributor, a graduate engineer, who maintains a close rapport with the factory. 
The carburetor has a tendency to flood the crankcase unless the petcock is shut 
off five minutes before the engine. If it isn’t, the machine must be leaned sharply 
to the left side, fresh spark plug installed, and about fifty kicks later... 

‘This is one kicker, folks, hot or cold. 

The first three gears are rather close together, with fourth serving as an overdrive. 
Welds were sloppily applicd, obviously by an apprentice “welder”, 

Our staff could not agree on the seat-footpegs-handle-bars relationship. Those 
under 4’8” thought that...while Fat Oscar (6’6”, 310 pounds) felt that... 
Unfortunately, the engine scized on our dyno, consequently horsepower readings 
over 3500 RPM were unobtainable. 

The dealer assured us that the factory has a kit that will solve this problem. 

The double rotary valves result in an unusually wide engine, making the usage of 
the side stand all but impossible. 

Why the factory blatantly ignores this Achilles Heel that has plagued this model 
is something we will never understand! 

While the whole machine is a quality control masterpiece, the gas tank cap is a 
cheap plastic mold injection that cracks and leaks. 

Because the swing arm is at an angle rather than being parallel to the ground, a 
moment is introduced about the pivot. making bike pitch on hoop-de-dos. 

The 50cc, 125cc, 250cc, 409cc, and 505cc all share the same cases, frames, front 
ends, etc. Needless to say, the 50cc is a trifle heavy and the 505cc most 
unrealiable. 

The power band is absolutely violent: the bike lurches and stumbles until it 
comes on the pipe with a rush that leaves you breathless and the front wheel off 
the ground. 

Torque was abundant from zero to 9000 RPM, making the gearshift lever nothing 
more than an unnecessary ornament, 


. So there you are, In spite of its obvious flaws, such as poor acceleration, rotten 


handling. and high price, it’s still the best buy going. 








East German mini-bike design seems to favor long-travel suspension and spokeless wheels. Rider 


looks like he could use a square meal. 


Roger DeCoster unofficially clinched 
the 1972 world title by taking second 
place in the East German Grand Prix. 
Now with 99 points, 39 over Heikki 
Mikkola in the number two spot, Roger 
could turn his Suzy out to pasture in 
Belgium and Luxembourg and still be 
assured of his second world 
championship crown. 

Paul Freidrichs won the ninth round 
of the GP series on his home soil while 
Bryan Kenney once again placed 
eleventh, one point away from Jykri 
Storm, Finland, in tenth. A good finish 
but frustrating for the AMXT 
supporters who are looking for that GP 
point! Mark Blackwell finished 
thirteenth overall. 

Our visit to East Germany proved to 
be not only an exciting weekend of 
racing but an experience in international 
relations. During the course of Saturday 
and Sunday, Mark and Bryan had made 
several East German friends at the same 
time depleting their supply of car 
decals, 

The spectators were begging for 
colorful racing decals to display on the 
windows of their Wartburgs (the 
economy car which isn’t far in style 
from a_1929 Plymouth). Cycle News 
stickers are now being flaunted on the 
streets of Apolda, East Germany. 

Despite political posters on every 
street corner aimed at turning the 
people away from the western world, 
the spectators seemed awed by our 
presence. They eagerly plied us with 
questions about cowboys, Las Vegas 
and Elvis Presley. 

The principal propaganda slogan: 


“Through friendship with the Soviet 
Union lies our future success.” lost its 
meaning as the crowd cheered on the 
two Americans and was silent for the 
Russian riders. 

With the start of the first leg of the

GP, a cloud of dust rose over the course. 
Only after several minutes did DeCoster 
emerge into view as leader. Paul 
Freidrichs held onto second place never 
seriously menacing the Belge. 

Adolf Weil left third place to 
teammate Willi Bauer when his front 
wheel collapsed over an abrupt dropoff. 
Bengt Aberg and Heikki Mikkola 
rounded off the top five for Husky. 

As for the two Americans, they both 
started the first. leg near the rear. At the 
end of the start straight, Mark hesitated 
to take the steep dropoff until the dust 
had cleared. Not far in front was 
Bryan’s Maico also slowed by the lack 
of visibility. Add four or five laps and 
several near involvements in_pile-ups, 
and they both had worked up 
considerably, Mark hot on Bryan’s trail. 

Then while an East German rider was 
tangling his handlebar in Kenney’s bike, 
Mark slipped by. On the last lap a rider 
with a flat tire chose Mark as a support 
long enough for Bryan to skirt them 
both finishing 16th in front of Mark. 

The second leg was one of the rare 
times in this year’s GP series that 
DeCoster hasn’t taken the hole shot. 
Starting way back in the pack, he cooly 
overtook some forty riders and ended 
up in third place giving him second 
overall and enough points to wrap up 
his second World Championship. 

On home territory, Paul Freidrichs 
showed the young boys how it’s done 
and took the second leg. With 30,000 
spectators to give him full support, he 
had only to hold his lead to give him 
first overall for the day. 

Ake Jonsson reappeared this leg, after 
changing his front wheel the first moto, 
to present the only challenge to 
Freidrichs. He was steadily gaining on 
the three times World Champion until 
Heinz Hoppe blocked him to assure that 
his teammate Freidrichs would win. Ake

passed the checkered flag in second 
place and right away registered a protest 
which never amounted to more than the 
shaking of a few fists.

After some of 
the night runs which have had only 
three or four checks in the whole run, 
this blitzkreig was like an ice cold 
shower, 

The run started south, but almost 
immediately began looping back up to 
the north, crossing Highway 395 and 
swinging out toward Iron Mountain, The 
schedules on the first loop were 
unbearably slow, and one 7.2 mile 
section at nine miles an hour seemed 
like it would never end. But eventually 
it did, and we streaked into Four 
Corners at a blazing 20 mph. 

There we had more evidence of the 
more serious attitude. Instead of the 
customary one hour rest, we had just 
time enough to gas the bikes and grab a 
quick slug of Gatorade before starting 
on the second loop. 

Misery. We had to ride that old 
worn-out whoop-de-dooed trail down 

“the fence of Edwards Air Force base at 
a sea-sickening 12 mph. You can’t ride 
whoop-de-doos. that slowly, so it was a 
matter of go a mile in three minutes, 
then stop and wait for two minutes for 
the clock to catch up down the whole 


thing. 
The fence ride, though, was the last 
of the easy riding. The schedule 


bounced up to 20 miles per hour over 
hills and rocks. Riding rocky terrain at 
night can get to be a pretty serious 
game. The rock wasn’t as bad as you

sometimes find on a day time enduro, 
but it defintely kept you interested. 

Further interest was added in the 
form of a mine road which climbed and 
snaked its way over a hill. On one side 
you generally had a reassuring wall of 
dirt, but on the other side there was 
nothing. Just blackness. As your rear 
tire started sliding toward the outside, 
you could appreciate the fear Columbus 
had of sailing off the end of the world. 

As the terrain got worse, the average 
dropped to 14 mph, which is not an 
easy average to compute at 2 a.m, when 
you're bouncing over rocks and such, 
but it worked out well for organizers 
who were able to hide a check in an old 
strip mine. 

The arrows pointed over the edge of 
an embankment, signalled a couple 
quick turns and there you were, face to 
face with the Prospectors. 

Up until that point, the dust had 
been mercifully light. There was a slight 
breeze and most of the time you could 
see more or less where you were going. 
For the last 17 miles, though, it was 
generally impossible to see anything at 
all. You could hear bikes crash a few 
feet in front of you and never see them. 
The only thing that kept you going was 
the fear that if you stopped, somebody 
would run over you. Since the E] Mirage 
dry lake isn’t the easiest place to ride in 
daylight with its brush, deep sand and 
powder pockets, crashes were frequent

After making their way back to the 
pits and enjoying a 28-minute break, the 
riders left on the second loop. A few 
riders stayed in the pits as the heat got 
to them, but most riders whose bikes 
were still running went out again. 

The 36 mile second loop was 
designed for fun and fast after the 
rugged first loop. It consisted of 
sandwashes, fireroads, a dry lake, and 
only one hard rocky section. At check 
six, another surprise: All the ice cold 
lemonade the riders could drink! Since 
this was 22 miles out, it came at a good 
time as the riders were super-hot and 
thirsty by this time. 

Even in the extreme heat a lot of 
riders rode the event without water or 
spare plugs. Please, fellas — take a 
canteen and extra plugs with you!!! If 
you get lost or break down you will find 
out what hot and thirsty really means! 
Suggestion: All sponsoring organizations 
should make carrying water mandatory. 

All the checks were really sneaky 
hidden, and it showed in the scores. No 
one zeroed the run. A new scoring 
system was used for this race and it 
worked out very well. All cards were 
scored one hour after the race ended, 
but not broken down by class. In the 
future, URA hopes to get all scores 
posted the day of the race. The system 
works by entering the number of the 





time: a genuine bronzed belt buckle 
with a bas-relief of the famous old 
prospector with his gold pan. 

In spite of the slight confusion at the 
end, caused mostly I think by the dust, 
everyone agreed that the course was 
superbly marked. Someone remarked 
that you could go almost 
hand-over-hand down the white 
ribboned course and it was close to true. 
When it comes to marking at night, I 
have never seen any club approach the 
Prospectors’ thoroughness. 

Rescue Three was on hand, which 
does an awful lot to take the worry out 
of night time riding, and fortunately 
they had a light load. There were few 
injuries and no serious ones, which 
seems to be the general rule with these 
night enduros. 

The BLM hassled the Prospectors 
about this run, but not so much as to 
cause cancellation. The Checkpoints, 
who were scheduled to throw the next 
night enduro, were not so lucky. 

The BLM has demanded so much in 
the way of fees, permissions, 
notifications, and course changes that 
the Checkpoints have had to simply 
cancel their run. Considering that there 
is no validity for their outrageous 
demands, that it is mere bureaucratic 
power shuffling, the Checkpoints’ plight 
should concern all of us. If the Bureau 
of Land Mis-management is allowed to 
continue this sort of harassment, we 
who were fortunate enough to ride the 
Prospectors’ excellent run might have 
also ridden the last night enduro.

Ducati Has an Eye on Daytona 


By Gary Van Voorhis 

Race fans who have been treated to 
glimpses of various European riders and 
their factory machines may be in store 
for a surprise at next year’s Daytona 
200. Factory Ducati, according to 
Director General Fredmano Spairani, 
will run Daytona “if we are ready”. 

The Ducati factory and its Canadian 
distributor, Norstar, chose the 
Dominion to Independence Day Sprints 
at Mosport Park to unveil the first 
North American effort of the Italian 
team since the 1950’s. 

Works machine one and two belonged 
to the Italian factory’s top rider, Bruno 
Spaggiari; one was his Imola bike on 
which he finished second. 

Percy Tait, one of Triumph’s top 
non-factory Formula 750 riders, was 
aboard works machine three filling in 
for’ Paul Smart who was unable to 
appear. From all indications the bike 
Percy was riding was the same one that 
Smart had taken to the winner’s circle 
at Imola in April. 

The final machine was reserved for a 
young, enthusiastic employee of 
Norstar, Rich White. 

Domenico Caporicci, president of the 
Montreal base Ducati-Laverda 
distributorship, was the mastermind 
behind the appearance of the Italian 
works machines and the impressive 
riders. 

“TI have wanted to get Ducati into 
racing for a long time, but I have never 
been involved before. The best way to 
start was to watch the best...the factory 


The gleaming silver metalflake 
Ducatis appeared almost stock. A huge 
gas tank with a trick, opaque one-inch 
band encircling it for determining gas 
consumption was the only racy 
appearing item on the machines. Other 
refinements included a fork mounted oil 
cooler, twin ignition with dual sparking 
plugs per cylinder and a dual-single disc 
brake set up front to rear. Remove the’ 
fairing and you have what appears to be 
a street model. 

Tait was very pleased with his ride. It 
was quicker in and out of comers and 
responded better than the Triumph he 


Was used: to., “Ask Rayborn; He can 


ri 2 cites 


vouch for the design. Look at what he 
did at Indy”. (And also at Laguna Seca.) 

Norstar rider Rich White could only 
grin about his ride. That’s how happy he 
was. 

In Italy two names are always 
associated with Ducati: Dr. Fabio 
Taglioni, the single handed designer of 
the Marqne and Brune Spaggiari, 
works-test rider and head of all Ducati 
racing efforts in Europe. 

Next year? “If we compete at 
Daytona then maybe...” 

On race day the Ducati team arrived 
in an almost carnival like atmosphere. 
The pits, transporter and rent-a-cars 
were all decked out in banners 
proclaiming ‘‘Forza Bruno sei 
champione. Vai, vai; vai Ducati” (Cheer 
our champion Bruno. Go, go, go 
Ducati). It was a nice gesture to make 
Bruno feel at home and take his mind 
off the only two things that were to 
spoil the Ducati debut: the Kawasakis 
of Yvon DuHamel and Cliff Carr. 

The Ducati race was strictly a team 
effort. Team in the sense that the space 
between Spaggiari and Tait could be 
covered with a blanket on any given lap; 
the strategy being a top finish by both 
bikes. The two settled into third-fourth 
after White went out early with engine 
problems. 

On lap twenty DuHamel passed the 
Ducati duo setting his sights on lapping 
the entire field in the thirty lap 750 
Grand Prix of Canada. DuHamel took 
the checkered flag over a minute ahead 
of the Cliff Carr Kawasaki (the only 
rider not lapped) ‘and nearly two laps 
ahead of the remaining Ducati of Percy 
Tait. Spaggiari had: crashed on the 
twenty-first lap in the tight, slippery 
moss corner injuring only his pride. 

Everyone concerned with the Ducati 
effort was pleased with the first showing 
of the works machines; especially Tait. 
Privately it had been conceded that 
DuHamel would win if he didn’t break, 
but the convincing manner in which he 
did it led Tait to comment “He’s too 
bloody fast”. 

It was only a minor race really but 
the confidence eminating from the 
Ducati pits was strictly that 
wait-until-next-year, Daytona feeling, _. 








James Dunham (82) won the open production class. If the bike looks familiar, it is because 
generous Jim loans it to all sorts of people. He and Bob Endicott win a lot on it. Our reporter 
rode it and says it is easy to ride but doesn’t have all the power that the competition insists it 


must. It’s the riders. 

The 250 Seniors were led home by 
Steve Froschauer who was followed by 
Tim Rockwood, younger brother of 
Tom. The 250 Junior GP event was 
fought out among West Cooley, Jr. (the 
eventual winner), Chuck Strohmenger, 
and another fellow who went zinging by 
them both, but then overcooked it in 
turn one and was put out of business. 
All those 250 riders were on Yamahas, 
but Bruce Longson, who took third in 
the Junior event, rode an AJS! 

Charles Gulyash on a Vangard 
Engineering Kawasaki 500 doubled, 
winning both the 500 Junior GP event 
and the 500 production event. In 
winning his class in production, he got 
carried away and won the whole 
production event — going away. 
Gulyash avoided a starting grid pileup 
and was smoking for the first few laps as 
he pulled out an unassailable lead. A 
little ways back was Jim Dunham (Hon) 
who was still feeling the course out in 
his first ride here. Even so he won the 
Open class. 

Generous Jim Dunham was kind 
enough to offer this writer his neat 
Honda 750 for the heavyweight GP 
event. The heat had become rather 
oppressive, so Wes combined the Senior 
and Junior classes. From my fast perch I 
was able to obtain a good view of front 
line happenings. It was a Junior who 
grabbed the lead at the flag. Gerhard 
Klemm, (Nor) left. He was joined 
shortly by another Junior, Mike Wenzel 
on a Yamaha TR-2 who eventually went 
by. Then Howard Lynggard on a factory 
Yamaha 350 went by them all. He was 
just fooling around, but he did it faster 
than anyone. Hauling up behind all 
these was Gulyash again for 500 honors. 

Wes Cooley Jr. began to move in on 
the leaders, but had a pretty frustrating 

‘ time of it. His bike tried to throw him 
off in turn one and then quit running, 
putting him out. Bud Keeley (Hon) and 
Barry Roberts (Yam) battled for second 
spot in the 350 Junior event with 
Roberts doing it in the end. 

Racing was completed by 3:30. Some 
of those who could still walk in the heat 
ran around in various states of undress 
in a James Dunham Productions shower, 
and some went home before it started 
to rain.

The 100 plus temperature really 
became evident as all the early winners 
ran out of gas and some had to grit their 
teeth and just hang on as their strength 
was slowly sapped away into the dust of 
the track. Such was the case for the 250 
Beginners in both Divisions I and II as 
first moto winners Gary Hoffman (AJS) 
and Reggie Ragsdale (CZ) slipped off 
the quick pace and straggled in for a 
fifth and fourth place finishes overall 
respectively. Lasting out the heat were 
Mike Freeman on a Yamaha taking first 
overall with a solid 2-2-2 performance 
and Skip Taylor (Bul) with a 2-1-12 also 
on top. 

You can really tell it is warm when 
the pit tootsies spend more time at the 
water hose cooling off in their bikinis 
than they do watching the race action. 

Congratulations to the CRC as they 
have been putting together a series of 
well-run events lately which really pay 
off for the riders. The Beginners and 
Novices have also taken note of this fact 
as they have started to come out in 
strong numbers and that makes it 
especially nice when the competition is 
there. 

Upcoming races by the CRC are 
motocrosses at Deadman’s Point and the 
new Arroyo Park the following two 
weeks, Check ‘em out. 


classification. No, they meant it, 
everybody is scorea together but 
Arroyo compensates by awarding 40% 
brass. 

Normally, it is un unsound idea to 
run mixed motos but all it meant in the 
fairly small (about 18-20 per moto) 
divisions was that Fishback lapped you 
somewhere around the white flag lap on 
the long, twisting course. Most riders 
settled into dices at their own level of 
riding ability. In about two weeks, 
Arroyo will start running motos by skill 
class. Will they still give 40% trophies? 

The course was well-prepared ‘and 
well-watered as the Open class went 
roaring off the line, many of the riders 
having their hands full with 40 horses of 
machine in the mud. As a matter of 
fact, stark terror was on more than one 
face after the first lap. They, like most 
of the riders, got sorted out by the fina! 
rounds. Or dropped out. There was a 
high attrition rate on the long, 
demanding course and some guys had 
forgotten about waterproofing, which is 
not a good idea at Arroyo. 

Despite it’s length, challenge and 
tremendous variation in terrain 
elevation (Yeah, lotsa hills.) the course 
is basically safe. You’re not likely to get 


_ your head run over if you drop it. 


While Fishback put on the best riding 
show of the day as could be expected, 
the real star of the day was the course 
itself. It’s not a track where you 





talk about The Downhill, there are too 
many neat downhills to characterize. 
It’s not a track where you talk about 
The Straight; there are at least two, 
sometimes three high-speed straight 
(with big mudholes in ‘em to keep you 
alert). There are enough muddy uphills 
to keep even the most fanatical 
European happy with “shooting out of 
the ground” as one of the Internationals 
claimed motocross was supposed to be. 

A good performance can’t be 
minimized on this course, but most guys 
have so much fun that your placing, 
sometimes, is almost incidental. This 
wasn’t true for a lot of happy 
brass-grabbers including Eddie Johnson 
who put together a sweep in one of the 
250 divisions, Rick Duncan who kept 
his Husky way out in front of the Open 
class for most of each moto, and Larry 
Roeseler who gave up his Baja for a CZ 
to win overall in the other 250 division 
in a convincing manner. 

Fishback spends his off-days there 
staying in shape, so you know it’s not 
for the faint-hearted, or for those who 
don’t really like motocross but like to 
say they race it. If you want a lesson, to 
yourself, in hard riding and challenging 
terrain, get out to Arroyo, It’s an honest 
80 minutes from LA for an honest 45 


- (or more) minutes of racing. The $5 


post entry doesn’t hurt, either, with 
100% payback for Experts. Try it or 
regret it.

CMC Lions

WILMINGTON, CAL., Aug. 4, 1972 — 
Last Friday night here at Lions was a 
biggie: two hundred and thirty eight 
entries, But that was just a warm-up for 
tonight’s record breaker. Two hundred 
and sicty riders anted up to make 
tonight the all-time high for rider entry 
in the history of CMC night motocross. 
It seems only fitting that it was done at 
Lions Drag Strip with the Looney Lions 
Fast Cats. 

The Candy Man, Bob Hershey, 
started the night out ‘like he was going 
to blitz the 250 and 500 Expert classes 
with his honking, Mid Valley sponsored 
CZ’s. After wining the first two 
rounds in the 250 Expert class and the 
first round of the 500 class, Bob, in 
taking the Lions Leap on the first lap of 
the second 500 Expert moto, landed all 
wrong and dislocated his right shoulder. 
He finished way -down the line, getting 
only seventy seven points, and ending 
up the night finishing second in both 
classes, behind Bryar Holcomb’s Suzuki 
in the 500, and Ron DeSoto in the 250. 
However, I did witness Hershey filing a 
protest with Stu Peters over the final 
results in the 250 class. Final 250 results 
show Ron DeSoto, Hershey, and Tom 
Claire for a CZ sweep, but it’s possible 





that this will be changed if a scoring 
recheck substantiates his protest. 

The Maico troops had nothing but 
foul luck tonight. Tim Hart lost a rod 
on his 250 in practice, and had the 500 
go totally sour in the last moto of the 
night for that class. Bill Payne 
experienced fuel feed problems all 
night, and trailered his Maico before the 
last 500 moto. Dave Smith, suffering 
shifting problems, hung in there long 
enough to get third in the 500 Expert 
division, behind Holcomb and Hershey. 
The way things have been going for 
these Maico riders lately, I can see a 
picture of Payne, Hart, and Smith 
standing together, not talking, but over 
their heads is a thought box containing 
a lot of question marks along with CZ, 
Suzuki, Yamaha, Bultaco, Greeves, well, 
you get the picture. 

Charlie Bower is like, when you're 
hot, you’re hot, winning two out of 
three again, in the 125 Experts, with 
that super running, Penton, taking first 
overall ahead of the Bultacos of Ken 
Cook and Dave Rodgers. I’m gonna have 
to ask Charlie how many in a row he’s 
rung up. Whatever the numbers are, he’s 
really been impressive, and he has to be 
bringing great joy to his sponsors, 
Mettco.

EL TORO, CAL., July 28, 1972 — Is 
there really gold in them thar hills at El 
Toro? Over 150 bikes showed up Friday 
to try out the new course and see for 
themselves. The new setup has the track 
snaking through the infield with more 
twists than a prairie dog’s hideaway. 
The guys seemed to approve the change, 
and the desert-like heat didn’t slow the 
action any. 

Bruce Baron returned to restake his 
claim in the 125 and 250 classes. Baron 
struck it rich with two firsts, $115 
worth. Davy Carlson was experiencing 
difficulties all night. Mounted on a 
Bultaco in the 125, he barely edged into 
second over Ron DeDonato. This was 


his highest placing in any race, as Morris 
Malone took second in the 250 and 
Davy was back in third. 

Even the 100 was no longer Carlson’s 
stamping grounds, Joe .Flores took 
control of first spot, Bob Stem of 
second, and a major pileup in the 
second moto reduced Davy to another 
third overall. Mark Barrett (Suz) seized 
the Intermediate with interference from 
Brad Dutoit. 

Dutoit had no interference in the 
Schoolboy II race, an easy sweep over 
Jeff Wilson in an all-Honda class. Tom 
Mazzoli (Yam) rode herd over the larger 
Division I, leaving Jon Hewitt to pick up 
second, 

The Intermediates and Juniors were 


just as happy to bag some brass as the 
Experts were to grab the gold. John 
Adams, for one, was overjoyed to come 
in on top of the 125 Intermediate. 
Richard Duncan (Yam) moved to first 
in the loaded 250, while Robert 
Crecelius swept the limited 500 class. 

A few Juniors deserve credit for 
some very fine riding jobs. Both 100 
divisions were taken in clean sweeps, 
one by Kevin Crawford (Ric) and the 
second by Marty Foster’s Hodaka. Roy 
Schubert (Oss) was another sweeper in 
the 250 II; John Heemsbergen (Bul) 
won the 250 I, with one moto going to 
Mike Cooper (CZ) for second overall. 

The 125 winners each scored a 
second and two firsts. They were Eddie 


Coulter (CZ) and Sheldon Messick 
(Yam). Dave Bradley conquered the 500 
on a Husky for the third consistent 
week. 

Making a comeback was David 
Boydstun in the 500 Expert. There was 
no stopping Boydstun on his big new 
501 Maico. The battle was for second 
place between the able Ajay of Morris 
Malone and Gary Cochell’s bounding 
Bul. 

And it was close, podnuhs, when five 
yards from the finish of moto two 
Cochell lost control of his bike, laying it 
down on top of Malone’s. Morris got his 
up in time to finish second, but dropped 
from the last moto to give Cochell the 
second spot. 





THE 
FIRST 
AMERICAN 


By John Huetter 

With the talent and training gap 
between the American and European 
motocross riders getting smaller every 
year to a point where the distinction has 
about disappeared, there is increasing 
interest by almost everyone in the 
history of Americans in International 
competition. Specifically, who was the 
first American rider to beat the 
Europeans? There is no simple answer 
to that. There are a lot of first time this, 
or that or the other things in the Yanks 
vs. Furriers battle. 

The best we can tell, the history of 
significant events and American “‘firsts” 
goes something as follows. (I’m sure 


there will be corrections, arguments, 
and discussions about this chronologue 
of happenings and, to some extent, 


that’s what we're trying to produce: 
accurate information about Americans 
in International motocross competition. 
If you. have some accurate data, let us 
know.) 

As far as anybody can tell or 
remember, it really started with Bud 
Ekins, who actually won a Grand Prix 
point by finishing 10th on an Ariel in 
1958 in Europe. No American has done 
that since. There is strong argument to 
the effect that he was the first US of A 
type to “‘beat the Europeans’’, a phrase 
which can have many meanings, as I 
found out trying to get the information 
for this rundown. 

The next big event seemed to be in 
the Spring of 1965 when Keith 
Mashburn won the 125 class at Castaic 
in an ACA-FIM sanctioned event. This

was an International race but the 125 is 
not an internationally FIM-recognized 
class (though it probably will be next 
season or the one after), and there is 
some question about the FIM sanction, 

In 1969, Gary Bailey was astride a 
Greeves when he won the 250 class at 
the Firecracker MX at Saddleback, 
beating Arne Kring on time. Both won 
one moto, but Gary did it fastest. This 
was not an FIM or AMA-sanctioned 
international MX or series, but did have 
some important European riders in it. 
Bailey did the trick on the Fourth of 


July. 
Two years later and several thousand 
miles away, another American 


celebrated the Fourth by winning a 
motocross. Bryan Kenney won an 
international meeting in France in 1971 
with 2-3-6 finishes, which was better 
than anybody else did overall that day. 
It was not, as has been sometimes 
stated, the French Grand Prix that he 
won. It was one of the best 
performances ever by the AMXT 
captain and, by all accounts, those 
international events in France are tough. 

Now this year, the AMA-FIM 
sanctioned Inter-AMA series of six 
motocrosses with former World and 
European National Champions in 
attendance, i.e., just about everybody 
with a ride who wasn’t campaigning the 
Grands Prix was there one way or 
another. 

In the first one at Boise, Idaho Gary 
Jones won overall with a clean three 
moto sweep to stun everyone. It was the 
first time an American had won overall 
at an FIM-sanctioned international 
event in one of the GP classes. 

Who was first Yank to beat the 
Europeans? Take your pick, There are a 
lot of “firsts” listed above and probably 
some more that I don’t know about. 


The question has become largely 
academic and is one for the 
hair-splitters. 

What has been established is that 
Americans are demonstrating the 


capability to beat very good European 
riders in motocross. Not the riders of 
World Championship caliber, not yet. 
To quote Mark Blackwell, currently 
riding the GP circuit, “...maybe three 
years.”” That’s probably the only thing 
that will settle the question and relieve 
both Americans and Europeans. of 
inferiority, superiority and other 
competition-bred complexes: an 
American World Champion. That is 
“beating the Europeans’. The term 


doesn’t have real meaning unt! that 
day. Maybe less than three years?

This month’s event was the third, 
with over 8,000 in attendance, Jumping 
was from 5 p.m, to 8 p.m. and all 
riders who didn’t get to jump today 
picked up the count and jumped in sign- 
up order the next event, Yes, speak- 
ing of jumpers, a unit of the Army 
Airborne from Ft, Campbell, Ky. was 
on hand and if any young soul wanted 
to sign up they weren’t going to stop 
him, But I don’t think the Lieutenant 
was happy with the lack of interest in 
parachute packing, 

With a blast of an aerial bomb and 
drum roll, 26-year-old Steve Hibbard 
aimed his Kaw 500-3 toward the middle 
of the lake, got a bit sideways and drop- 
ped into the 125 ft. range, They pulled 
him out hurt and clutching his left lez, 
Steve’s wife had to push on that police 
captain, the one wearing the boots, even 
after she told him who she was, she 
just made the ride to Methodist Hosp- 
ital in Indy. Duane Newman stopped 
his 250 H-D halfway up, reran it fall- 
ing away backwards just before break- 
ing water, On the bank a mike was

thrust down at him; he said he was 
alright but one of his friends wanted 
assurance, and slapped Newman aside 
his head. Newman was OX so he popped 
the dude in the mouth! 

Windell Beachboard wasn’t so fort- 
unate, The start of his jump looked good 
but he went in front first, and we now 
know that means hurt, The machine 
broke the 150 ft. marker and he came 
up in the mud with .everyone yelling 
to him to cool it, but he couldn’t hear. 
Beachboard took two steps toward the 
bank and collapsed; when they put him 
into the ambulance he complained of 
his back, 


“‘Crash’’ Caudle aboard a 200 Suz- 
uki sailed into the $100 area with no 
sweat, the first to come out standing, 
He ran up the hill to get his check 
happy as a lark, Then Steve Strather 
on a 500 Triumph went over the top 
and bailed out in mid-air and came out 
with $250 and walked away. I wish I 
could say the same about David Beaman, 
From the boat we could see him making 
his approach with his Kawasaki 500-3 
cranked on full, ‘‘Sonabitch, he’s coming 
too fast, he’s gonna break everything 
he’s got, ” a diver said running to the 
front of the boat, Beaman went over 
like an incoming mortar round, and 
somehow I don’t remember him coming 
down, just hitting the opposite bank with 
that loud, sickening thud. Beaman bounc- 
ed into the water face up with the 
divers screaming ‘‘Move it, Move it, 
Move it!” The Kawasaki was imbedded 
into the mud at water level, like a 
knife in a tree, Beaman was pulled 
ashore with what seemed like nothing 
connected and his eyes had rolled back,

It was a damn bad trip and I didn’t 
want to watch anymore. David Beaman, 
24, was driven 50 miles by ambulance 
to Anderson, Ind., and it was later 
reported he has a fracture of his back, 
He had jumped 198.9 ft. 

John Vanderveen, riding a Kawasaki, 
was now on the hot seat, None of the 
ambulance crew had returned and John 
was as nervous as a cat, When asked 
by an announcer if he was ready after 
the last jump, John said, “Yah, I just 
don’t want to hit no bank. ” The ‘ambul- 
ance came and on came Vanderveen, 


but he was stopped at the halfway mark 
because the ambulance had stalled and 
the crew needed a jumper (7) cable 
to get it started. When John did go off 
he made up for it all, $1000 worth. 
Jerry Adams sailed easily in to the 50 
ft. range, only they had a hard time 
finding his little Zundapp, The divers 
said the dude went further under water 


than on top. Steve Clapp hit hard on 
his Triumph and skipped over the water 
like a stone. He wasn’t in good shape 
on his arrival ashore, so they shipped 
him to an Indianapolis hospital. 

With the 8 o’clock closing time ap- 
proaching there wasn’t an ambulance 
within 11 miles. ‘‘Leaping’’ Lendi How- 
ell and his Kaw 500-3 were up. How- 


ell was/is one of the very few who didn’t 
have something broken from his two 
Previous jumps; a veteran, if you will. 

But the rub was Lendi had not done 
well, financially or otherwise, You see, 
last week he had dabbled off the jump 
and became the subject of harassment 
for that precious time which he had 
wasted. 

The waiting. almost killed. everyone: 


“*Leaping’’ Lendi Howell. He got off before bike cartwheeled into the bank. 


The crowd started pushing on the fence, 
the police started pushing on the crowd, 
One of the police divers on the boat 
said, ‘‘I hate to think what'll happen 
if they don’t let him jump.’’ Another 
said, “I’m not going gun-toting in that,” 
and sat on the boat pointing out all 
the known ‘‘Pill-H2ads’’ on shore. 

Meanwhile officials were trying their 
damnest to get an ambulance, any am- 
bulance, by radio, “Leaping” Lendi was 
making passes up and down the ramp; 
it was getting dark, and a big argument 
was shaping up below between some guys 
from Florida and the officials, It was 
claimed that Lendi was listed as 31st 
and had bought his now 10th place, A 
policeman planted himself in the middle 
of the group and the disturbance went 
no further. 

The ambulance finally arrived and 
Lendi didn’t waste any time getting all 
the way back, then layed the whip to 
the Kaw taking the same lineas Beaman.

GIRL GLADIATOR

Speedway is generally considered to 
be one of the hairiest, gladiatorial, 
lions-versus-Christians forms of 
motorcycle sport. Four riders, on 
machines that are mostly nitro-burning 
500cc engine and hardly anything else 
but skinny wheels, skid around a little 
tiny track at inconceivable speeds with 
no place to go but into the wall. For 
this reason, speedway is often 
considered to be a very masculine thing. 
In the midst of this world of skid shoes, 
leathers, Bell Stars, boots, and nitro, the 
long blond hair and unique bulges of a 
girl comes as something of a shock, 


an engine to prove her wrenching 
ability. By and large, the other riders are 
friendly and helpful to her, although 
some are a little wary. 

“The guys are all nice to me, but they 
don’t want to get beaten by a girl, 
either. A lot of guys get the idea that 
I’m out there to prove something; that I 
think I’m as good as them or better, or 
that I just want to put them down.” 

One person who has helped Theresa 
immeasurably is her sponsor, Jerry 
Fairchild. He is an SRA board member 
and runs a shop in Pasadena, Even 
though he sponsors three other riders,

The girl, as most people know, is 
Theresa Martin, 22-year old Third 
Division speedway rider. Said one rider, 
“Wow, she doesn’t look like a racer!”

“I had a Trials bike, and I was kind of 
into Trials. A friend had a Pursang, and 
it went faster. That was the end of my 
Trials career.” 

After that she began to look around, 
experiencing different forms of 
competition, and trying to find what 
she wanted to do. She tried some 
motocross, desert racing, Grands Prix, 
flat track, short track, and her second 
love, TT. 

“Then I started watching speedway. I 
thought, ‘Wow, that looks really neat’, 
and the first time I got on one I flipped 
it over backwards. That was the end of 
my speedway career for about six 
months, | wouldn’t have anything to do 
with them, 

“I started looking at it a little bit 
more, and thought, well, I might like to 
try it. Then I knew I was going to be 
hassled about getting a license, being a 
girl and all...” 

She was, too, Getting the license was 





all Division I, he took Theresa under his 
wing. She said nothing but praise for 
him, “It was a hassle for him to take on 
another rider.” He's really a neat 
person. He’s helped me in every way he 
possibly can.” 

Theresa is still in Division II] and 
seems to anticpate staying there for the 
remainder of the season. She has come a 
long way from her first ride, though. 
“I’ve never been coached. I think if Pd 
been coached I’d have come a lot 
further. During the winter I’m going to 
get someone to coach me. This way |’m 
getting the feel of it. 1 know what I’m 
going to have to do, 

“I’m not charging the comers hard 
enough yet...1 let a lot of little things 
bug me. Then I get nervous and blow it. 
I’m not much of a threat yet.” On the 
northern circuits, though, she has taken 
a third. “Every time | think that I’m 
just blowing it, I catch on to 
something.”

“I can blow her doors off around that 
track,” said one track official to 
Fairchild. “Okay,” said her sponsor, 
“TIL supply both bikes.” Somehow the 
race never came to be. 


“The guys are riding because that’s where it’s

She has been serious about her racing 
from the start. “I knew it was going to 
be a challenge, but at the same time it 
really looked like a gas. When I first got 
my bike and went out, I though, “This is 
impossible!’ Plus it scared me no 
brakes. I automatically went for the 
brakes, and there weren’t any. And the 
power was, boom, right there. 

“The bike was light enought that I 
felt comfortable, but at the same time, 
when you're crossed up that way, you 
have to be in really good physical shape, 
because you're working with the bike all 
the time.” 

* * * 

Can a girl be competitive in a sport 
like speedway? 

“Let me put it this way. If the best 
male racer is matched against the best 
female racer, the male is going to win, A 
girl is just not aggressive enough, and 
she doesn’t have the same muscles that a 
guy has. A girl can be extremely 
competitive, and she can beat a lot of 
guys, but she can’t beat the best. Never 
happen. Uh-uh. 

“In speedway, a girl could be really 
competitive because of the handicap. If 
she jumps out and grabs the pole, it is 
harder for the guys to come around on 
the outside.” 

With this in mind, Theresa is 
continuing and striving to improve. She 
does a lot of the work on her bike and is 
very serious about her racing. 

“I take racing seriously; I'm not out 
there for a big lark. That’s what I want 
to do. The guys are riding because that’s 
where it’s at for them, I’m out there for 
the same reason.” 

What about the future? 

“I'd like to try some drag racing 
maybe. You know, that class where 
they use 250s that go 125 miles an 


hour? And maybe even some road 
racing. When the season’s over, I’m 
getting eager to ride some TT’s and 
short track. 

“But right now, you know, it’s 
speedway.”

The future is not a question mark but 
very much bigger, better Class A racing. 
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LONDON, ENGLAND, July 24, 1972 — 
The 1972 Speedway Championship of 
the World reaches the penultimate stage 
for British and Commonwealth riders 
with the British Final at Coventry, 
England on August 2. 

Sixteen crack English, Scottish, New 
Zealand and Australian riders will 
contest the meeting to decide the five 
qualifiers for the World Championship 
Final to be held this year at the Empire 
Stadium, Wembley on September 16. 

The 16 competitors reached the 
British Final after a grueling series of 
qualifying rounds and semi-finals here in 
Britain. Every British League First 
Division rider entered the competition 
and, as usual, quite a few sensations 
occurred along the path to the ultimate 
dirt track prize. 

English international, Howard Cole, 
was the most unfortunate as he was 
critically injured in the first race of the 
semi-final at Leicester when he crashed 
with two other riders (Nigel Boocock of 
England and Bobby Beaton of 
Scotland). 

Cole was flung against the wire safety 
fence at speed and was rushed to 
hospital unconscious. He sustained 
several fractured ribs, dislocated kidney, 
punctured lung and other serious 
internal injuries. He was immediately 
placed in a respirator where he remained 
unconscious for five days. He improved 
gradually and three weeks later he was 
allowed to leave the hospital. He hopes 
to return to the track soon. 

A sensation occurred when reserve 
George Hunter (Scotland) took Cole’s 
place in the re-run of the event and went 
through Cole’s full five rides to score 
sufficient points to qualify for the 
British Final. 

However, after the meeting the 
referee-in-charge ruled that Hunter was 
ineligible to qualify as his points as 
reserve did not count. Hunter lodged an 
immediate protest with the Control 
Board but this was overruled at a 
subsequent Disciplinary Tribunal 
hearing in London. 

Hunter’s place in the British Final 
will be taken by England’s captain, 
Nigel Boocock, who defeated Australian 
Geoff Curtis in a run-off.

WORLD (?) CHAMPIONSHIP 

This meeting will be the hardest of 
the season for the 16 gladiators fighting 
for World Championship glory. 

For the first time, Britain has been 
cut to only five representatives in the 
World Final...and that includes riders 
from Australia, New Zealand, Scotland, 
South Africa and all points West. 

Once again, the irony of the “World 
Championship” is seen in the fact that 
only those riders competing in the 
British League are eligible to compete 
and no provision is made for world class 
stars such as Jim Airey (Australia) who 
opted to stay in his homeland. this 
season for business reasons. 

Similarly, no provision is made for 
American riders who continue to be left 
out in the cold in this particular 
competition — the premier speedway 
event in the world. 

What price a Southern Zone Final 
taking in America, Australia, New 
Zeland and South Africa? 

The remaining 11 riders for Wembley 
will come from the European Final 
which is to be held at Wroclaw, Poland 
— home of the 1970 World 
Championship — on September 3. 

The European Final will consist of 
eight qualifiers from the Nordic Final 
(Current World Champion Ole Olsen, 
Norwegian Reidar Eide and Swedes 
Bengt Jansson, Anders Michanek, Bernt 
Persson, Jan Simensen, Christer Lofqvist 
and Gote Nordin) and eight qualifiers 
from the Continental Final (consisting 
of the top Poles, Russians and Czechs).

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MAUGER-OLSEN CLASH 

At present the World Championship 
looms as a battle between today’s top 
speedway super-stars, Ivan Mauger and 
Ole Olsen. 

These riders appear a definite cut 
above anyone else in the world and if 
both qualify for Wembley, I confidently 
expect the destination of the Crown to 
be decided by their clash. 

Mauger has the edge in consistency at 
the moment but Olsen has many times 
proven his ability to contain the mighty 
Kiwi, especially “from the back”. 

Mauger recently retained his 1000 
metres World Sand Track Championship 
in West Germany when he defeated 
Manfred Poschenreider for the second 
year in succession. And to do it he had 
to withstand the pain of two fractured 
wrists! 

He originally sustained the injuries in 
Sweden in June when defending the 
World Best Pair title in company with 
fellow New Zealander, Ronnie Moore. 

England managed to wrest the 
championship after Mauger fell in a 
decisive run-off against top Pom, Ray 
Wilson. Mauger’s bike suddenly picked 
up drive on the first turn and he fell in 
front of Wilson who was unable to avoid 
clipping the Kiwi. 






Ivan returned to England and 
continued to race despite his injuries 
but after his Long Track success he 
decided to lay off until just five days 
before the British Final. 


To retain the Long Track title, he had’ 


a doctor on hand in the pits to 
administer pain-killing injections before 
he raced. Mauger is confident the 
injuries will not interfere with his attack 
on the British Speedway Championship 
and if he is right he can be expected to 
win. 

His main opposition appears to come 
in the form of Ray Wilson who has 
assumed the mantle of England Number 
One this season. Wilson has now reached 
World Class and should easily qualify 
for Wembley but I feel he lacks the 
determination and consistency to pose 
any real threat to Mauger or Olsen. 


CONTENDERS 

The British Final top five are open to 
speculation and any of the field could 
go through. 

Fancied are the “old firm” riders 
such as Briggs and Moore, both past 
World Champions, while the ‘new 
breed” such as Jessup, Middleton and 
Collins also have their support. 

Shocks there may be...and among 
them I hope will be the qualification of 
Australian duo Middleton and Boulger. 
Both riders have the nerve and ability to 


.make their first World Final. With a 


small slice of luck... 

Barry Briggs, such a popular figure 
with Californian speedway spectators, 
has not had an easy season and one 
wonders whether the pace may prove 


just a fraction too hot for Barry and his 
veteran Kiwi chum, Ronnie Moore. 

Briggo suffered a severe bout of bike 
bother earlier this season and actually 
took a short break im Spain in an 
attempt to return to his peak. Then he 
copped a real “purler” im an 
Inter-Nations test match at the famous 
Belle Vue track, Manchester, while 
riding for New Zealand against Australia 
and was sidelined for several weeks. 

Barry was bundled into the safety 
fence at full throttle when attempting 
an outside pass on Aussie John Langfield 
who lost control suddenly and 
cannoned into B.B. Briggs injured his 
right knee and was generally battered 
and shaken but he can be thankful the 
injuries were minor as the accident was 
one of the worst ever seen at the speed 
bowl. 

Barry promises to be back in action 
for the British Final and, as ever, he’ll 
pose a threat — that’s for sure. 

Three of England’s brightest 
whiz-kids have worked their way 
through to the British Final this year 
and the pundits are expecting big things 
from them at Coventry.

year in company with American star, 
Steve Bast, and later wintered in 
Rhodesia; Peter Collins™is a tearaway 
grass track champion and John Louis is 
the sensation of the season with the 
newly-promoted Ipswich team.

— Over 75 riders and 500 spectators 
turned out for the first annual Crested 
Butte Summer S.R.A.C. Motocross. It 
was probably one of the few Colorado 
motocrosses where more Experts than 
Amateurs or Novice riders showed. 

The eastern slope riders got a taste of 
dust and mud in that order, as the first 
part of the track almost enveloped both 
spectators and riders in a cloud of dust. 
The next part sent the riders screaming 
into a very chilly mudhole, cooling 
engines and bodies. 

Colorado’s Number One Open 
Expert, Gary Meyers, gave the 
spectators more than one thrill with his 
very unconventional approach to the 
bumpy layout.

OCA TT Scrambles

HOT SPRINGS, UT., July 16, 1972 — 
Most of Utah’s motorcycle racers try a 
couple of hillclimbs in the spring, and 
then spend the rest of the season at 
motocross and desert events. A genuine 
track race took them a little by surprise. 

The result was a well-run but poorly 
attended TT, sponsored by the Ogden 
Cycle Assn. Most of the regular racers 
who didn’t show up simply didn’t want 
the trouble and expense of changing to 
track tires. This was especially true of 
the Novices and Amateurs. But the 
Experts were there to put on the show 
with motocross bikes, track tires, and 
feeble attempts to rubber-cover their 
footpegs. 

The track followed the same route as 
did the very rough Rough Scrambles 
this spring, but much work and oil put 
into the track by the OCA made it a 
smooth TT all the way, except for one 
high spot which got the riders up on the 
pegs for a few whoop-de-doos. 

The riders who know how to ride a 
track showed it with their powerslides, 
while a few sliding Novices got 
high-sided by some wrinkles in the 
outside line of the first turn. 

In the 125 Expert, Phil Bernard won 
on his Dalesman over Penton rider Peter 
Crandall, something new around here, as 
Peter rules the class in motocross and on 
the desert. 

In the 200s, it was the same story: 
the new 175 Penton in the hands of 
Tony Jacobs was good enough to beat 
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everything except the Suzuki of Kevin 
Croft, who is reported to have given up 
motocross in favor of track races. Croft 
looked good in the turns, and the course 
seemed well suited to his intense riding 
style. 

The showdown came in_ the 
small-bore Sweepstakes, where Croft 
quickly passed the other 125 and 100cc 
machines that had started 100 and 200 
yards ahead of him. He worked hard to 
close the distance on Bernard, but then 
he couldn’t get by. 

For six laps, the battle went on, as 
the two pulled away from the field. 
Bernard would pick up just a little in 
the turns, and Croft would gain it back 
plus an inch going up the straights. 
Croft made the inches count in the back 
straight of the last lap, where he 
grabbed the lead and the Sweepstakes 
win. 

Almost unnoticed behind Bernard’s 
and Croft’s battle was the strong show 
of 100cc winner Craig Snow, who ran 
ahead of the larger bikes for more than 
expected of the ten laps. Snow was 
moved up from Amateur just this 
month. 

In the big bores, it looked like the 
Rough Scrambles all over again. Preston 
Gerber dominated the 250 Experts, and 
left the crowd wondering if Open class 
winner Craig Williams could make up 
the 50-yard head start given the 250s in 
the Sweepstakes. The answer was the 
same; nobody could catch Gerber.

The times they are a changin’... 


Last year at this time the prospects 
for enduro riders in Southern California 
looked pretty grim. Many of the events 
were technically poor, with inaccurate 
time checks, distances measured with 
rear-wheel-drive speedos and just plain 
sloppy work at the checks, Terrain 
variety was almost nil, You had a choice 
of desert with sandwashes or desert with 
rocks. Scoring took forever and often 
seemed to bear no relation to 
performance. A competition was 
developing among the clubs to see who 
could promote the run with the least 
number of finishers. The number of 
entrants started declining and continued 
to decline until the new year. 

Happily, things are changing 
somewhat for the better. Most of the 
District runs have been technically 
much better this year. Two clubs, the 
Shamrocks and the Dirt Diggers, have 
found new areas with more variety of 
terrain. The CERA is planning to throw 
its big run of the year in a new area, a 
military reservation that they have 
obtained permission to use. We're still 
lacking anything resembling a wet 
sloppy winter run, but maybe some 
plans are afoot in some unheard from 
club house. Night enduros are becoming 
almost commonplace. 

One of the most 


exciting new 








developments is coming from the 
Checkpoints M.C. At their enduro 
which will be held on August 19th, they 
will be using a new checking system 
which should enable them to award the 
trophies on the spot. Here’s how it 
works. Under the current system, when 
you get to a check the checker writes 
the real time on your card. You can 
then go to the posted card, do a bit of 
subtracting and if you don’t get screwed 
up with the minutes and hours, you can 
figure out whether you're early or late 
and how many points you've lost. 
Scoring is a nightmare, particularly 
when the numbers run over 60, because 
then the hours have to be converted to 
60 minutes and then the minutes to 
points for each check for each rider. It 
takes weeks, and no wonder. 

Under the new system to be used in 
the Checkpoints run, each rider will 
receive a scorecard with the checks 
numbered from 1 to 10 or however 
many there are. Opposite each check 
will be three blank spaces. On the first 
of these, opposite each check number, 
the rider will write his riding number. 
Let’s say he has number 67. He will 
then have a whole string of 67's down 
his card. 

At the check there will be a flip card 
rack similar ‘to those that are used in

FOREWORD 
On February 8, 1972, -President 
Nixon issued Executive Order 11644, 


entitled “Use of Off-Road Vehicles on 
the Public Lands.” Few subjects have 
aroused the ire of off-road vehicle 
enthusiasts as much as this 
now-infamous Presidential 
Proclamations The California dirt-riders 
have responded the greatest, probably 
due to the fact that much of the public 
lands have already been closed to their 
use. 

My column in Cycle News was the 
first to report the Presidential 
Proclamation, and we suggested a 
massive letter-writing campaign to let 
the President know that he had stepped 
on our toes. And then the confusion 
started: the AMA and the MIC came out 
in public support of the Executive 
Order. This left a lot of people in a state 
of confusion: should they be “for” or 
“against” the Presidential Proclamation? 

I have closely followed the actions 
which have occured. since _ the 
Proclamation was issued. My files 
contain enough letters and related 
announcements to fill an entire book. 
This material has now been condensed 
and will appear in this column in a series 
of articles, beginning this week. 


GENESIS 

In the beginning there was private 
land and there was public land. ‘Even 
though you and I owned private land 
upon which we built our homes, 
businesses, farms, and other forms of 
enterprise, we still maintained the right 
to use the public lands because we are 
part of that public. Of course, other 
members of the public are also entitled 
to their use of these same public lands. 
And, when we brought our mechanized 
forms of transportation upon these 
public lands, conflicts between user 
groups began to occur and become more 
common. : 

The Bureau of Land Management and 
the U.S. Forest Service, being the 
agencies having jurisdictional 
administration of the greater areas of 
public land, suddenly found themselves 
faced with the problem of 
user-conflicts. To this end, the problem 
was more or less resolved by establishing 
three categories of public land: 

1. Wilderness areas in which no 
vehicular travel is allowed. 

2. Restricted areas in which vehicular 
travel is restricted to designated trails 
and roads. 

3. Open areas in which there are no 
restrictions upon vehicular travel other 
than those needed for safety, such as 
spark arrestors. 

These areas had become pretty well 
established within the U.S. Forests and 
the BLM’s Off Road Vehicle Advisory 





Council (ORVAC) was making 
satisfactory headway with respect to the 
lands under their jurisdiction, when in 
1970 and 1971 . several California 
counties enacted “written permission” 
ordinances, 

These ordinances, which require 
written permission of the owner before 
entering private land, effectively 
blocked most desert riding in Southern 
California because it is impossible to 
distinguish between public and private 
land which is not fenced, posted, or 
under cultivation, 

Recognizing the impossible situation 
this caused for the off-road vehicle 
enthusiast, the BLM commenced setting 
aside large ‘tracts’ of public land for 
such use. Of course, the anti-ORV 
preservationists did their very best to 
block the establishing of these areas. 
Nevertheless, the BLM continued with 





its efforts to provide areas where 
conflicts with other users would be 
minimized, 

Simultaneously, the. US Forest 


Service was conducting studies to 
establish fair and equitable regulations 
for use of off-road vehicles on National 
Forest lands. This was pretty much the 
condition throughout California at the 
beginning of 1972. 


PROCLAMATION ISSUED 

The Sierra Club, in its San Francisco 
meeting of February 7, issued a 
resolution declaring that “the operation 
of off-road vehicles should be presumed 
to be detrimental to all areas and should 
accordingly be prohibited on all public 
lands unless proven otherwise by 
competent, impartial investigators” 

The following day, President Nixon 
issued his Executive Order 11644 which 
closely paralleled the Sierra Club's 
policy statement of the previous day. A 
copy of the Executive Order was 
published in its entirety on page 3 of 
the 22 February 1972 issue of Cycle 








News, if you care to refresh your 
memory. 

Our major objection to the 
Presidential Proclamation is not its 
intent, but its wording. In essence it 
directs the various federal land-use 
agencies to “stamp out off-road 


unless they can find any area 
in conflict with some other 


vehicles” 
that isn’t 
user group, 

It was in the beginning, and still is my 
fear that the land-use agencies are 
approaching the implementation of 
Executive Order. 11644 in just -that 
manner.

In past years, we haven't fared so 
badly, even in the distant past when just 
a couple of riders would proceed forth 
to represent the U.S.A. by themselves, 
usually footing their own bills. 
Recently, the event has caught more 
interest and in the past two years, in 
Spain and at the Isle of Mann, we 
fielded full teams and came home with 
some of the goodies, Those, and 
previous entrants, were chosen by men 
who know what ‘the ISDT is, having 
ridden it themselves. This year it was 
chosen by Don Woods, who doesn't 
know much about it (to put it mildly). 
The AMA has struck again. 

I know a lot of this was covered by 
Ron Schneiders last week- but I’m 
entitled to my two cents worth, and my 
opinion probably differs from some of 
his statements. Bultaco should 
definitely have been given the chance to 
field a team and the AMA knew it way 
in advance. If they weren't interested, 
how come Dave Ekins and company 
were making some of the qualifying 
rounds? My sources tell me that Mike 
Vancil, before he left the AMA knew 
Bultaco wanted, in, and if the AMA is 
properly run, Don Woods should have 
known this when he took over the job. 











If any machine is to represent our 
International Silver Vase “B” team, 
regardless of who is on them, it 
shouldn't be Puch, with all due 
apologies to that marque. Everyone 
knows their miserable record in past 
ISDT’s where they have the happy 


tendency to disintegrate rather rapidly. 
If past records mean anything, there 
goes half our “B” team in the first two 
days, if not all of them. 

While choosing all the different 
teams and the men to ride on them does 
tend to get confusing, (Ron explains 
how that is done.) I still can’t for the 
life of me, see how Don Woods could 
have left out such riders as the East 
Coast's top enduro rider Dave Lathem; 
Dave Ekins, who has plenty of golds to 
his credit and is currently Number Two 
in District 37 and sixth nationally, and 
Bob Steffan who is second nationally;

should have had a berth. 

I’m starting to get vibrations that 
something is not right somewhere, 
although I hate to call foul when it’s 
uncalled for. In past years I saw some 
muscle brought to bear to put one 
totally incompetent rider (for ISDT 
competition) on the team while another 
experienced trials and motocross rider 
couldnt make it. The first rider 
bellied-up on the first day and that was 
the last we heard of him except for the 
lovely travel movies he got of Europe. 

There is also a common error made 
that an entrant for the ISDT should be a 
top enduro rider. At one time, I thought 
so too and was forced to eat my words 
when a couple of chaps who were desert 
rats came back with medals. The best 
material is a good motocrosser or desert 
rider who can do his own mechanicals, 
so the boys who leap on 
sponsor-prepared bikes every week and 
can’t change a tire in four minutes or 
turn a wrench are going to be out. The 
motocrosser and the desert rider, 
providing he holds his head together and 
doésn’t overrun the clocks is much 
better than a guy who just plops along 
in trials or enduros from week to week. 

Before we get off the subject of 
ISDT’s, we hear that Canada-is working 
on scouting an area to hold one before 
1980; not only that, but the Canadian 
Government | is, kicking. in , around, 


$10,000 to help with the study, so just 
rattle that one around in your head 
when you think where our tax money 
goes! 

After a phone call last night, I felt 
like I’d been clobbered with a sandbag, 
or coshed as they say in London,as to 
the Land Use fee our Government has 
come up with to ride or drive ORV’s on 
public land. First, we are supposed to 
pay the state our $15 to ride on public 
lands. I complained bitterly about that, 


how come they can charge me to ride 
on Federal land? A 

Seems the Federal Government just 
can't pony up enough money to hire 
enough rangers to police the 20-odd 
million acres of land we have here so 
they turn it over to local government 
such as the state of California, Alaska, 
Georgia and probably several more, But, 
dear friends, that doesn’t stop the 
Government of the United States from 
levying their own little taxes, and that’s 
what they are going to do. 

So now we are going to be paying 
double ante to ride our own land. 
Before my editor screams because of 
space limitations I'll just pick out a few 
goodies from this directive that will 
make your hair curl if you ride the 
desert, and remember, while reading it 
that you will probably already have spit 


up the $15 to the state. 
Where more than 25 vehicles are 
racing on a closed course, 80 days 


before the event you must apply for 
permission to do it. The BLM must 
reply within 60 days. (Puts a bit of a 
pinch on scouting areas before hand, 
doesn’t it?) Written permission must be 
received from all private land owners if 
you use their land. As a rule of thumb, a 
$1,000 bond per 100 riders must be 
posted, made out to the U.S. 
Government and repayable when the 
local officer is satisfied that all-damage, 
etc. to the land is repaired acceptably to 
him, (Think that one over, too!) 

The land use fee will be $2 per rider 
or 10% of the gross, whichever is 
greater. That’s the real snake in the grass 
because they require that 10% before 
you come up with the necessary 
chemical johns, ambulances, etc. and it 
also includes any concession stand you 
may have at your event. After paying all 
those bills after that 10% is ripped off, 
lots of luck if you have any thing left for 
trophies. There's a horrendous insurance 
policy required...plus all kinds of little 
things like trash receptacles which 
doesn’t include trash- bag pick-ups, 
safety patrols on the course while racing 
is going on, much of which is already 
covered by District 37 rules for safety 
and clean-up after an event, 

What they've done on this directive is 
pick out all the good parts from District 
37’s supplementary rule book and then 
added all the other stuff they could 
think of, plus getting some more money 
out of us riders and other ORV 
enthusiasts. 

Most of us are just regular working 
people, not people in the current tax 
structure that helps the rich and to hell 
with the middle or lower class working 
man who doesn’t own his own business. 
Another nasty thought has popped into 
my mind. Have you noticed how many 
motorcycle parks, new ones, that is, are 
opening? Their tax structure makes it 
worthwhile to have a lobbyist or two 
around to get us off the open land and 
into their parks for riding. 

Maybe I'm psychic or something but 
I can see the day coming, if it ain’t 
really here already, that the only place 
you'll have to ride a dirt bike is in a 
park, 

That will hurt the dirt bike shops like 
hell, hurt those of us who own more 
than one dirt bike per family because 
we won’t be able to afford to ride them 
at so many bucks per head. It will hurt 
the working man who works on or in 
the dirt bike field, including 
publications (not the publishers though, 
they are in the other tax structure). 

I could go on, but I fell off my soap 
box paragraphs ago. Besides the tea 
kettle is whistling and I need a good 
aron cuppa! Cycle News will keep you 
posted on this current outrage, so read 
even: the pieces in the paper that aren’t 
race results! ,, t

Motorcycling’s leading long-run 
challenge is for industry executives, club 
officials, motorcycle journalists, 
competition organizers, specialists in 
government and public relations, 


concerned motorcyclists, and other 
leaders and opinion-makers to think 
through, to work out, and to agree upon 
a consistent posture towards 
government. A dozen men can best a 
thousand at tug-of-war if the latter pull 
in a thousand different directions. 

Too often, motorcycle spokesmen 
offer confused, diffuse, and conflicting 
recommendations on the proper role of 
government vis-a-vis the sport. But this 
is only the symptom of a deeper 
problem...which is that few cyclists have 
yet discovered they are willy-nilly 
players in a political game that 
conforms to rigid, though unspoken, 
rules. The most basic of these is that a 
group may be well-defined — like all the 
28 year-old married males — but 
without perceived, shared interests it is 
politically ineffectual, politically 
nonexistent. 

Given the essential importance of an 
agreed, shared interest we can no longer 
trust consensus to emerge from mere 
chance or habit. We must consciously 
strive towards agreeing a single line of 
defense, on this side of which 
government out not to intrude, on that 
side of which government ought to act 
with full force and vigor. Thoughtlessly 
scratching a thousand different lines in 
the dirt is futile and self-defeating. 

An example of this, no doubt 
advanced with the best of intentions, is 
Alice Rhea’s attack on off-road 
motorcycle registration, in the Fourth 
of July issue of Cycle News. Perhaps her 
conclusions stem logically from her 
premises, but these she does not state, 
and without knowing what they are, 
neither she nor we can assess their 
validity. But we can state and assess the 
premises behind the Off-Highway 
Vehicle Fund (OHVF), and in the 
interests of limning the shared interests 
of motorcyclists, we should. 


The first premise is that each 
discernable group can protect its 
freedom and existence only be 


becoming a sufficient political force to 
protect its own interests. “The rights 
and interests of every or any-person are 
only secure from being disregarded 
when the person interested is himself 
able, and habitually disposed, to stand 
up for them”, observed J.S. Mill, and 
the same is obviously true of groups 
with shared interests. 

To most people who glean political 
wisdom from the mass media, a political

flip one card. If key time for that check 
is 11:55, at 11:59 a “4” will be showing 
on the rack. At 12:13, an 18 will be 
showing.

Let’s suppose though that at some 
checks he is early, and at others he is 
late. Then the number showing will be 
recorded and he will lose points the 
same as always. Here is a sample score 
card.

Let’s see what happened at each 
check. At check 1, he was on time, the 
67’s match and he loses no points. At 
check 2 he was 5.minutes late and lost 5 
points. At check 3, he made up 4 
minutes and lost 1. At check 4 he came 
in 2 minutes hot, and lost 2 points for 
each minute, or 4. The finish is a known 
check and he can be early without 
penalty up to 15 minutes so he lost no 
points. See how easy it is to score! You 
could count on your toes and come up 
with the correct score in under half a 
minute. There will also be a tie-breaker 
score recorded in real time somewhere 
along the line.

successfully in the East for ‘some ‘time 


force” automatically suggests a voting 
bloc, and they correctly doubt that this 
model is of much use to motorcyclists. 
Yet this best-known of political devices 
is actually among the least effective, 
which is a paradox due to the nature of 
the mass media themselves. Newspapers, 
radio, TV, news magazines and, yes, 
school textbooks-are designed for the 
broadest possible audience. Since the 
great majority of. potential newspaper 
buyers contact politics only at the 
polling place, it is perfectly natural that 
newspapers should cover this subject 
from the viewpoint of voters. 


This is no more surprising than their 
coverage of professional sports and 
entertainment from the viewpoint of 
spectators. Millions of people 
unwittingly, and incorrectly, assume 
that the main path of accomodation 
with the government is through the 
voting booth, for this is what fills the 
headlines. In some grand, strategic sense 
this may be so, but for the particular 
problems of a particular group, nothing 
could be further from the truth. 


The second premise behind the 
OHVF is that the preferred method for 
sustaining a group interest is to enter 
into a formal, mutual relationship with 
a suitable branch of government. Two 
variants of this have proved themselves 
in practice. One is for an agency of the 
interest group to be vested with 
governmental powers, or 
quasi-governmental powers, in the area 
of that group’s activity, the best 
examples being bar associations and 
medical associations. The other, more 
common, arrangement is for a 
government agency to be ‘created to 
service and to provide liaison with a 
specific clientele, for example farmers 
and the Department of Agriculture, 
railroads and the ICC, labor unions and 
the Department of Labor. I once 
compiled a list of over seventy such 
agencies created by the State of 


California, and the total number is 
surely several times that amount, “seven 
times seventy” as the Old Testament 
would say. 

Registration of off-road motorcycles 
and creation of the OHVF are designed 
to create exactly such mutuality 
between government and motorcycling. 
Only through such liaison can any group 
achieve a stable balance with the 
interests of all other groups, i.e., with 
the public. 

Some, perhaps Alice Rhea, will think 
to criticize such a corporate 
organization of society, but it has been 
the universal social structure ever since 
medieval parliaments assembled the 
Four Estates: nobles, clergy, burgesses 


now, and it’s such a vast improvement 
over the old system that there’s no 
comparison. Study the system so that 
you don’t have to bother the pioneering 
Checkpoints unnecessarily on August 
19th. The traditional clocks and cards 
will still be on hand at the checks, if 
you want to use them to doublecheck. 

Although this system represents a 
tremendous step forward, it doesn’t 
represent the ultimate. One of the big 
problems with enduros is that once a 
rider becomes late, the enduro for him 
turns into a race and if he loses a lot of 
time (say at a bottleneck) or the 
schedules are very tight, the event is a 
race from that time on. This not only 
defeats the whole idea of the enduro, 
which is after all to keep time, but- 
causes accidents and problems with land 
managers who don’t mind having an 
enduro on their land, but don’t like 
having races with all the attendant risks 
and damage. 

The solution is called interval scoring. 
In interval scoring, once a rider is late, 
as our example rider was at check 2, his 
time of arrival, 72, becomes his new key: 
time and he will have to try for 72’s 
from then on, until he loses more time. 
Let’s see how this would work out.

At check 2, the rider both lost 5 


points and got a new key time. He 


successfully maintained the average 
speed throughout the next section, 
arrived at “72” and lost no further 


points. At the next check though, he 
went too fast and lost'4 points,’ even 
though: he was*still’ behind his original 


and peasants. An interest group can 
survive only by entering into some 
limited alliance with government, and 
those which insist on remaining political 
outsiders inevitably suffer the fate of 
the coelacanth and the dinosaur. Now 
that the OHVF has been established, the 
outlook for dirt riding is considerably 
brighter. 


Taxes paid on dirt bikes will flow 
into the OHVF, from which they will be 
expended to benefit 
motorcycling. The -fund must be 
jealously guarded to assure it is used for 
its intended purposes, of course, but 
this is a normal situation for all 
special-purpose funds. Even before the 
first money was collected, one legislator 
was trying to raid the fund. To avoid 
this, close links must be forged between 
the administrators of the OHVF and the 
motorcyclists they represent. 


Alice Rhea’s most unfortunate 
proposal is that we can somehow “get 
around them” by registering dirt bikes 
as highway vehicles. Nothing. could be 
more self-defeating. Motor vehicle taxes 
flow into highway trust funds and 
elsewhere, and provide no direct 
benefits for the dirt rider who pays 
them. Taxes paid into the OHVF are 
earmarked for the dirt rider who pays 
them. 


Having moved into the political 
mainstream with establishment of the 
OHVF, the dirt rider can look towards 
other benefits previously inaccessible to 
him. For example, California 
Assemblyman Chappie’s excellent and 
equitable AB 151 will transfer a fair 
share of gasoline taxes into the OHVF, 
in proportion to the amount of fuel 
bought for use in off-road motorcycles. 
The dirt rider will then derive more 
direct benefit from a tax he is already 
paying, estimated to be as much as four 
million dollars per year. Motorcyclists 
should support ‘AB 151, which is 
analogous to existing provisions for 
farm equipment, construction 
equipment and boats. 

Motorcyclists should also demand 
partial transfers to the OHVF as relief 
from existing tax diversions in such 
areas as: fees now paid by dual-purpose 
motorcycles used  partly-on, and 
partly-off, the road; sales taxes now 
paid on equipment and supplies for 
off-road motorcycling, the legally 
mandated spark arrester being an 
excellent example; taxes now paid on 
admissions to private mechanical parks 
and to off-road competitive events; 
Property taxes now paid on land 
devoted to off-road motorcycling; 
certain business taxes now paid by the 
motorcycle industry, as inventory taxes 


schedule! Coming in early doesn’t 
change your key time so his key time 
for check 5 was still 72 and he lost 3 
points, and gained a second new key 
time, 75. At check 6, then, his key time 
was 75 and he arrived at 77, so he lost 2 
points, He arrived early at the finish 
which is allowed, but he would have 
been late if he had a 78. His key time 
for the finish was his largest number, 
77. Scoring, you will note is just as 
simple. 

In spite of the improvements that 
have recently come about in the enduro 
scene, we still have quite a ways to go, 
particulary in one area. I have recently 


attendedtwo SRA enduros. One attracted. 


2200 entrants, the other about 850 
entrants. Most of the District runs this 
year have not even been able to fill a 
500 entry limit. When you consider that 
the SRA charges a higher entry fee, has 
no insurance, has minimal rescue 
facilities, and has had rather uninspired 
courses to date, you can get some 
appreciation of where the District 
stands in the eyes of a great many 
riders. 

With all our advantages of greater 
experience gained over 20 years of 
running enduros, and our vastly greater 
pool of experienced help, a majority of 
riders prefer to ride elsewhere. At the 
risk of drawing yet another outraged 
arrow from District 37’s champion, the 
indomitable Maureen Lee, I’d say we’ve 
dropped the ball somewhere. 

Certainly, many riders go to the SRA 
events -and others because of their 
generous trophy policy, which I don’t 
think the District should adopt under 
‘any circumstances. Trophies have little 
enough meaning without giving them 
out as finishing pins or Crackerjack 
prizes. I don’t feel that’s really the area 
that’s the sore'point. 

The truth is that the Distri¢t doesn’t 


off-road- 








on dirt bikes in stock, All these 
represent taxes presently being paid by 
the dirt rider, but unfairly diverted from 
directly benefiting him. Furthermore, 
an ongoing OHVF should receive, in 
proportion to the popularity of the 
sport, recreational grants from the 
general revenue of the state. None of 
these things would be even imaginable 
without the OHVF. 

Most importantly, we will finally 
have a continuing voice within 
government speaking out for equitable 
treatment of off-road cycling. Surely 
this is preferable to occasional cries of 
outrage or dismay drifting weakly in 
from the tules. 

An established agency of government 
can easily accomplish tasks that would 
be miraculous for an outside group. It 
can issue bonds to acquire large tracts of 
land, repaying them from -OHVF 
revenue. Since the most desirable land 
for dirt riding is often the least desirable 
for any other purpose, an established 
agency could accept jurisdiction over 
wastelands that other agencies would be 
happy to unburden but cannot, by law, 
relinquish to private interests. A 
government agency could be more 
readily relieved of certain general legal 
burdens that are wholly inappropriate 
to the special case of dirt riding, for 
instance, the present absurd and unjust 


liability placed on a landowner for’ 


mjuries sustained by a using 
motorcyclist. A government agency can 
make beneficial arrangements with 
other government agencies; for example, 
the controlled use by well-silenced 
motorcycles of suitable portions of the 
hundreds of miles of dry washes within 
a few minutes drive of populated areas, 

The OHVF is an important step 
towards political maturity of off-road 
motorcycling, and a necessary step 
towards its survival in a politicalized 
society. Every significant group has a 


similar alliance with government 
or...like dog groomers...is working 
towards one. Modern government 


considers its duty to be to work with 
every interest group in measured and 
responsible pursuit of that group’s goals, 
and dirt riders should consider this a 
blessing of participatory democracy. By 
opposing the only agency created for his 
benefit, a dirt rider in no way harms the 
mythical “them”, but only himself. Let 
us hope everyone in the sport soon 
realizes this and’ works to support and 
strengthen the OHVF, while closely 
monitoring its performance to assure 
adherence to prescribed goals. We can 
seize this opportunity for constructive, 
progressive action, or we can passively 
await extinction. There is no practicable 
third alternative. 


provide for young. riders and 
inexperienced riders. We have a sink or 
swim policy that many of the younger 
and less experienced riders simply find 
unpalatable. Will any new rider who rode 
the Last Chance Enduro or the Jackass 
ever come back to a District enduro? 
Will any rider who has ridden District 
enduros all year and never finished 
come back and do it again? Will any 
rider who has ridden 30 District enduros 
and never trophied continue to do so 
until he retires, or will he start riding 
SRA enduros? 

It would seem to me that high on our 
list of District enduro priorities should 
come some provision for these riders. 
Certainly we don’t want to start giving 
trophies to everyone who can finish the 
most mediocre ride, but why can’t we 
have a “C” class so that beginners can 
compete? Most beginners have to 
compete for years before they can 
successfully tackle the “B” class. 

What is wrong with having graded 
enduros? Graded enduros are those in 
which entries from either beginners or 
experts are not accepted. At the 
moment, we don’t have to worry about 
not accepting entires, but we can still 
grade the enduros as being for novices, 
intermediates or experts. 

We could also have 
schedules for beginners, or shorten the 
course for them. There are all sorts of 
approaches. All it takes is the will to do 
something and some imagination. Of 
course, we can just ignore the situation 
and let the independent organizations 
gradually take over. running all the 
enduros. Then we can gripe about high 
entry fees and mediocre courses and lie 
about the good old days. 

Three clubs have recognized the 
changing times and started the job of 
clearing the road. Let’s give them a hand 
to get it on or get off the road: i

ENGLAND WINS TOURNAMENT 

A type of World Mini-League was 
staged in England last month between 
New Zealand, England, Sweden, 
AuStralia and a composite 
Norway/Denmark team. 

Called the Inter-Nations Tournament 
1972, the series was a hurried substitute 
for a full World League which failed to 


eventuate when the Iron Curtain 
countries: Russia, Poland and 
Czechoslovakia — withdrew their 
support. 


The remaining countries fought out a 
close series with the title going to 
England. Second was Norway /Denmark 
and third Sweden. Following them came 
Australia and New Zealand. 

Ironically, Australia performed with 
much distinction and although she 
finished last but one in the final tables it 
was not until her final match, against 
England, that she tasted defeat! Australia 
beat New Zealand; then drew with both 
the Scandinavian sides before 
succumbing to a strong England 
onslaught in a match that proved to be 
the decider of the series. 

England suffered only one defeat: at 
the hands of Norway/Denmark who 
utilized World Champion, Ole Olsen, to 
the full by riding him at reserve. 

New Zealand was pathetically weak 
throughout the series as they lost key 
men Bruce Cribb (fractured ankle), Ivan 
Mauger (two fractured scaphoids) and 
Barry Briggs (injured right knee) early in 
the piece. 

LIONS TO TOUR 

The Australian Promoters’ 
Association has again invited a British 
speedway team to tour Australia for a 
series of tests next season. It is also 
hoped to have a test match series 
between Australia and New Zealand 
providing sufficient top Kiwi riders are 
fit and available. 

The British team should be a strong 
one and captain Nigel Boocock says 
they. are scheduled to fly out of 
London’s Heathrow airport on 
November 5. He is confident of his 
team’s chances this year as he has 
managed to persuade famous TT 
veteran, Edgar Jessop, to accompany 
the riders as PRO and general adviser. 
RUSSIAN RIDES AGAIN 

Russian rider, Valeri Gordeev, who 
finished fairly high in the chart in last 
year’s World Championship Final in 
Sweden and was then disqualified for 
using the illegal fuel additive 
nitro-methane, appears to be back in 
action in this- year’s Championship 
chase. 

Gordeev was banned from riding for 
one year following the fuel fiasco but 
now his name has cropped up as a 
surprise qualifier for the European Final 
in September. 

When quizzed by Swedish FIM 
delegate, Charles Ringblom, the Russian 
authorities replied that this “V. Gordeev’ 
was actually Vladimir Gordeev, brother 
of the well known Valeri!! Russian 
hokey-pokey...or a flagrant flaunting of 
the FIM? Only time will tell.
